"  When  the  waters  receded  and  earth  did  appear. 
The  i^ood  Lord  created  the  engineer." 

OR  the  last  half  century  the  School  of  Practical  Science  has  been  assisting 
in  the  creation  of  members  of  this,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  honourable 
professions,  F.ngineering. 

Thus  in  October,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-live,  the  class  of 
2T9  began  to  partake  of  that  indefinable  thing  known  as  "School 
Spirit".  Through  the  bewilderment  of  registration  and  the  "friendly" 
help  of  the  upper  years,  we  struggled  to  the  Dean's  address  to  the  freshman  year, 
in  which  he  impressed  upon  us  the  privilege  and  honour  which  was  to  be  ours, 
in  carrying  on  the  traditions  of  the  Little  Red  Schoolhouse  and  laying  the 
milestone  of  1929. 

Although  we  were  a  little  doubtful  about  the  true  meaning  of  "School 
Spirit",  the  obliging  Sophs  quickly  began  to  instruct  us.  Green  ties,  with  yellow 
painted  emblems  thereon,  were  soon  an  essential  part  of  the  adornment  of  every 
man.  It  was  not  very  long  before  we  found  out  that  the  "Second  Year  men 
had  learned  about  the  tap". 

We  cast  about  for  a  leader  and  by  a  very  lucky  choice  Jack  Davenport 
became  the  first  president  of  2T9.  \'ery  soon  the  question  of  initiations  became 
a  topic  of  interest.  Other  faculties  were  having  gruesome  ceremonies.  What 
would  ours  be  like?  We  were  assured  by  those  who  knew  that  when  School 
put  on  an  initiation  it  was  real.  On  the  fateful  night,  with  nothing  but  a  potato 
sack  and  silent  prayers,  we  were  made  brethren  of  School  in  an  unexpected 
manner. 

The  year  soon  got  together  at  a  dinner  and  smoker  in  Hart  House  in  order 
to  become  better  acquainted.  After  the  novelty  of  initiations  and  getting  used 
to  the  new  surroundings  had  worn  off,  each  man  began  to  turn  to  the  diversions 
and  activities  which  were  to  be  his  interests,  other  than  academic,  throughout 
the  four  years.  Some  of  us  turned  to  swimming,  track  or  rugby;  others  to 
whatever  interested  us  most  at  the  moment. 

Perhaps  the  most  "touching"  event  of  our  first  \ear  was  the  Soph-Frosh 
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banquet  at  the  Carls-Rite  Hotel.  So  "touching"  was  this  event,  in  fact,  that 
some  of  us  did  not  recover  financially  for  many  a  day.  In  the  final  entertain- 
ment of  the  year,  that  provided  by  our  professors,  many  of  us  were  stricken. 
Then  one  and  all  went  out  for  the  summer  months  to  recuperate,  and  incidentally 
acquire  some  practical  experience. 

With  Jack  Deacon  as  president  we  marched  into  the  fight  once  again,  doing 
all  in  our  power  to  give  the  freshmen  a  proper  respect  for  things  traditional, 
without  arousing  the  ire  of  a  now  watchful  caput.  The  skilful  manner  in  which 
a  delicate  situation  was  handled  is  a  matter  of  pride.  The  freshmen  entertained 
us  with  the  traditional  Soph-Frosh  banquet  at  the  Prince  George  Hotel.  The 
banquet  was  carried  off  in  a  manner  to  suit  even  the  most  fastidious.  At  the 
Junior  School  Dance  held  at  the  King  Fxlward  Hotel  a  large  number  of  the 
year  gathered  to  enjoy  an  evening  with  their  lady  friends,  dancing  to  the  strains 
of  Romanelli's  Orchestra.  The  year's  activities  in  things  social  were  brought  to 
a  close  with  a  theatre  party  and  a  dance  at  U.T.S.  The  theatre  party  especially 
was  a  success  in  some  respects — making  it  even  harder  for  any  year,  as  a  body, 
to  attend  the  downtown  theatres.  Again  the  examinations  were  upon  us  and 
in  the  skirmish  a  few  more  were  put  out  of  action. 

With  (ierry  (iray  in  command  we  entered  into  the  hardest  action  of  our 
college  careers.  Upon  coming  back  at  the  opening  of  the  term  we  encountered 
the  Centennial  Celebrations  of  the  University.  In  the  Centenary  Parade, 
Centenary  Ball  and  other  University  functions  the  members  of  the  year  played 
an  important  part.  Many  of  us  will  especially  remember  the  Centenary  Ball, 
with  the  quadrangle  of  Hart  House  flooded  by  the  glow  of  myriad  coloured 
lights.  We  were  also  fortunate  in  l)eing  able  to  take  part  in  the  Semi-Ontenarv 
Celebrations  of  Old  .School  which  were  being  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Uni- 
versity celel)rations.  But  our  third  year  was  not  to  be  all  enjoyment,  as  we  soon 
learned.  In  this,  our  hardest  year,  many  a  doughty  warrior  had  visions  of  a 
few  gray  hairs  appearing  as  he  met  and  overcame  obstacle  after  obstacle.  Al- 
though the  call  to  duty  was  insistent,  and  lectures  and  labs,  were  many,  we  found 
time  for  quite  a  little  diversion  and  relaxation,  including  two  very  fine  class 
parties.  The  success  with  which  the  battle  was  waged  was  well  shown  by  the 
remarkably  small  number  who  fell  at  the  end  of  the  year.  As  we  went  out  for 
the  summer  we  felt  sure  that  industry  noticed  the  impetus  of  our  aid,  because 
to  many  of  us  this  last  summer  meant  the  final  chance  to  make  up  the  necessary 
"sixteen  hundred  hours". 

One  hundred  strong  we  marched  on  to  the  fourth  year  under  the  capable 
leadership  of  Art  Davison.  The  men  of  2T9  assumed  command  of  the  Kngineer- 
ing  Society  FZxecutive,  the  various  clubs,  the  Athletic  Association,  and  the 
many  committees  which  are  essential  to  the  success  of  School  events.  The 
majority  of  us,  perhaps,  do  not  know  of  or  appreciate  the  capable  and  faithful 
manner  in  which  these  men  carried  out  their  many  duties,  but  the  success  of  all 
events  during  the  year  was  ample  proof  of  their  ability  and  effort.  Space  only 
prevents  us  from  mentioning  them  each  by  name. 

The  social  activities  of  our  fourth  year  proved  a  fitting  climax  to  the  three 
other  glorious  years.  We  think  with  pleasure  of  the  Masquerade  (at  which 
ninety  per  cent,  of  the  year  were  present),  of  School  Nite  and  the  -School  At- 
Home.  By  far  the  most  outstanding  social  event  of  the  year,  with  its  special 
significance  for  2T9,  was  our  Graduation  Dance  at  which  we  met  for  the  last  time 
as  a  class  of  undergraduates.  It  will  always  be  remembered  by  us  as,  perchance, 
we  scan  these  few  words  in  years  to  come.

r|HE  Department  of  Social  Service  is  one  of  the  newer  departments  of  the 
University  dating  from  1914.  The  form  it  took  on  starting  was  looked 
on  as  temporary,  but  for  various  reasons  a  more  permanent  one — one 
which  more  nearly  corresponds  to  that  of  other  l'ni\ersit\-  departments 
— is  only  now  beginning  to  take  shape. 

In  spite  of  this,  social  workers  have  gone  from  it  to  all  parts  of 
Canada,  and  requests  for  workers  since  192.5  have  exceeded  the  number  avail- 
able, and  this,  one  feels,  indicates  a  confidence  on  the  part  of  the  community 
in  the  work  the  Department  is  trying  to  do.  Its  students  have  come  from  all 
over  the  Dominion,  from  Kngland  and  the  I'nited  States,  as  well  as  from  Europe. 
Asia  and  Africa.  They  have  been  of  the  Protestant,  Roman  Catholic  and 
Jewish  religious  persuasions,  as  well  as  none.  These  facts  themselves  have  been 
invaluable  in  that  they  have  been  the  means  of  broadening  the  outlook  and 
understanding  of  each,  because,  while  these  people  were  ine^•itabIy  thrown 
together  in  class  room  they  chose  to  be  together  at  other  times. 

Now  that  a  larger  permanent  staff  is  being  secured  within  the  Department 
it  looks  forward  to  being  used  not  only  by  its  own  students  and  occasional 
people,  but  also  by  students  in  other  Departments  and  Faculties,  through  its 
courses  in  Social  and  Industrial  History,  Principles  of  Human  and  Social  Relation- 
ships, and  several  other  subjects  which  will  be  taught  from  our  point  of  view, 
i.e.,  with  emphasis  on  their  bearing  on  the  social  life  of  the  people. 

F"or  those  who  may  not  be  familiar  either  with  the  work  done  in  the  Depart- 
ment or  with  that  of  its  graduates  it  will  not  be  enough  to  say  that  the  aim  is 
one  of  prevention  and  of  eradication.  The  students  are  taught  that  people  must 
be  considered  in  relation  to  the  economic  and  social  life  around  them,  and  of 
which  they  are  a  part:  that  work  must  be  undertaken  on  the  principle  that 
people  constitute  the  riches  of  a  country.  In  other  words,  an  attempt  is  made 
to  convince  students  of  the  importance  of  working  to  the  end  that  increasing 
thought  and  care  will  be  given  to  securing  for  normal  functions  of  society  the 
means  of  healthy  functioning  even  while  they  may  be  forced  for  the  moment  to 
deal  with  the  results  of  some  deficiencv.

N  the  next  pajje  will  he  found  reproductions  of  photographs  of  some  of 
those  who  graduate  this  year  in  the  Teachers'  Course.  If  the  fates  are 
kind,  thirty-two  teachers  will  receive  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in 
June;   but  not  all  of  them  are  supplying  their  photographs  to  Toronto- 

NENSIS. 

Previous  to  June,  1929,  one  hundred  and  hfty-three  men  and 
women  completed  the  Teachers'  Course  and  graduated.  During  the  session 
1928-29  four  hundred  and  sixty-four  teachers  have  been  taking  work  in  the 
Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Years  of  the  Teachers'  Course.  There  is  no  First 
Year  in  this  Course  because  all  who  enter  it  have  already  taken  Honour  Matricu- 
lation instead  of  a  First  Year. 

The  Teachers'  Course  was  arranged  by  the  University  of  Toronto  some 
years  ago  so  that  those  who  are  employed  during  the  day  may  secure  a  university 
education  by  means  of  Teachers'  Classes  which  are  held  in  the  evenings,  on  Satur- 
days, and  late  in  the  afternoons,  at  the  University,  in  Hamilton,  in  Fort  William, 
and  in  Windsor  or  by  means  .of  the  Summer  Session.  The  term  "extra-mural" 
should  not  be  used  in  describing  these  students.  They  attend  lectures,  just  as 
do  students  in  residence,  but  they  attend  them  at  different  times.  Naturally, 
these  students  cannot  take  a  full  year's  work  in  a  session.  As  a  rule,  a  student 
in  the  Teachers'  Course  does  the  work  of  three  university  years  in  five  years. 

The  Teachers'  Course  is  an  adaptation  of  the  Pass  Course  and  has  fewer 
options.  The  standard  is  just  as  high.  The  only  difference  is  that,  by  means 
of  the  Teachers'  Course,  the  work  is  made  accessible  to  those  who  cannot  attend 
the  University  in  the  regular  way. 

These  students  miss,  of  course,  something  of  university  life  but  not  all  of 
it,  for  they  are  here  a  great  part  of  the  time  and  they  have  their  class  reunions 
as  other  students  have.  They  even  have  class  parties,  though  these  are  not  very 
frequent.  Students  in  the  Teachers'  Course  are  more  mature  than  the  average 
undergraduate;  they  work  hard,  and  they  usually  secure  an  excellent  standing 
at  the  examinations.  Few  of  them  are  satisfied  with  anything  else  than  B  stand- 
ing, and  a  great  many  of  them  strive  for  and  secure  A  standing. 

The  Department  of  llniversity  Extension  has  other  work  besides  the 
Teachers'  Course.  It  carries  on  a  two-year  Course  in  Occupational  Therapy 
and  a  one-year  Course  in  Teaching  and  Administration  for  Graduate  Nurses. 
It  conducts  a  great  many  evening  classes,  short  courses,  and  Extension  Lectures. 
All  students  in  the  Department  of  University  Extension  are  adults.  Last  year 
there  were  3,161  adults  taking  definite,  continuous  work.  When  the  figures  for 
this  year  are  compiled  at  the  end  of  June,  the  total  will  be  considerably  larger 
than  this.  Besides,  more  than  20,000  people  attend  Extension  Lectures  each 
year.  The  function  of  the  Department  of  University  Extension  is  to  serve  the 
citizens  of  the  Province  of  Ontario.

HE  choice  of  a  career  based 
on  a  professional  education 
is  generally  a  perplexing  pro- 
blem for  the  average  young 
man.  Those  with  fi.xed  ten- 
dencies, or  who  are  brought 
up  under  influences  that  simplif\-  their 
choice,  are  indeed  fortunate.  In  this 
regard  it  should  always  be  kept  in 
mind  that  simply  to  make  a  good 
easy  living  is  not  sufficient  reason 
for  the  pursuit  of  a  learned  profession. 
There  are  many  definitions  of  the  pur- 
pose of  a  professional  education  and 
the  one  most  generally  accepted  is, 
that  by  obtaining  a  liberal  education 
and  a  sound  academic  training  one 
acquires  more  ability  to  properly 
evaluate  the  problems  of  life  and  to 
assist  in  their  solution.  Such  being 
the  case  the  true  incentive  of  profes- 
sional worth  and  usefulness  should  be 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  and  to 
forge  ahead  in  the  advancement  of 
science  and  research.  It  is  always 
well  for  those  entering  a  profession 
to  carry  modestly  the  ideals  of  university  training.  It  should  be  their  aim  to 
become  self-reliant,  contented  men,  deserving  respect  and  ever  ready  to  cultivate 
the  best  channels  of  education  for  the  advancement  of  scientific  truths  and  better 
methods.  In  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  the  undergraduate  must  be  the  fore- 
runner of  the  additional  recruits  required  to  fill  the  ranks  of  those  necessary 
for  the  good  of  the  State  and  its  people.  In  this  respect  the  veterinary  profession 
has  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  splendid  type  of  undergraduate  preparing 
for  its  ranks.  Heretofore  the  history  and  progress  of  the  veterinary  profession 
has  been  very  largely  influenced  by  agricultural  development  and  prosperity. 
I'nfortunately,  agriculture  is  characterized  by  a  high  degree  of  economic  un- 
certainty and  during  the  last  decade  this  has  been  particularly  marked  in  some 
l)ranches.  As  a  result  the  relative  opportunities  in  business  and  professional  life 
dependent  on  agricultural  prosperity  have  been  greatly  modified.  To  some  extent 
we  have  been  passing  through  a  period  of  agricultural  depression  and  general 
unrest  from  the  effects  of  which  our  profession  has  suffered  to  a  considerable 
degree.  Fortunately,  conditions  are  now  becoming  more  favourable  and  probably 
some  day  we  shall  look  back  on  the  present  time  as  the  beginning  of  a  new  epoch. 
May  success  and  happiness  be  with  you  in  the  years  to  come.

HIS  i^ection  of  Torontonensis  is  dedicated  to  the  X'arsity  O.R.PM'.  team- 
They  are  typical  of  that  high  ideal  of  sportsmanship  upon  which  Cana- 
dian Intercollegiate  athletics  are  based.  This  season,  1928- '29,  has 
been  singularly  successful  and  the  collection  of  cups  in  Hart  House  is 
increased  l)y  a  goodly  number;  but,  long  after  these  championship 
teams  ha\e  been  forgotten,  the  meteoric  career  of  the  'Orphans'  will  still 
remain  as  the  ideal  which  future  teams  must  strive  to  equal. 

Four  players  stand  out — Captain  'Chuck'  Baillie,  who,  faced  with  a  three 
point  deficit  in  the  crucial  game  with  .Sarnia,  kicked  a  drop  from  the  3o  yard 
line  with  ten  seconds  to  go,  tieing  the  score;  Jack  .Sinclair,  the  greatest  half  in 
Canadian  rugby  tcday;  'Doug'  McFadyen,  a  worthy  running  mate  for  Sinclair; 
and  A.  .Snider  whose  tackling  in  the  Hamilton  Tiger  game  was  one  of  the  gamest 
exhibitions  ever  seen  on  a  rugby  field.  No  small  share  of  the  credit  must  go  to 
'Jimmie'  Douglas  the  coach.  His  appointment  as  Honorary  Coach  in  rugby 
for  next  fall  is  a  popular  choice. 

The  Intercollegiate  Rugby  team  with  a  powerful  line,  but  handicapped  by 
an  unsteady  backfield  and  a  surprising  habit  of  'spotting'  their  opponents  a 
touch  in  the  first  minutes  of  the  game,  were  not  successful  in  bringing  the  cham- 
pionship to  X'arsity.  However,  they  did  defeat  Queen's  in  Kingston  for  the  first 
time  since  1922,  a  worthy  feat  which  brought  great  joy  to  the  few  Varsity 
rooters  present.  McGill  won  the  title  but  did  not  go  on  in  the  Dominion  play- 
downs.  The  inclusion  of  Western  into  the  Intercollegiate  Union  will  be  watched 
with  interest  next  fall.    They  should  prove  worthy  opponents. 

The  O.R.F.U.  team  supplied  all  the  thrills  for  the  season.  The  crucial  game 
with  .Sarnia  was  tied  up  by  Chuck'  Baillie 's  drop  with  ten  seconds  to  go  and 
the  Orphans  went  on  to  win  in  the  overtime  making  a  three-cornered  group  tie. 
In  the  playofTs  on  Thanksgiving  Day  they  defeated  Balmy  Beach,  Dominion 
Champions  in  1927,  1  to  0.  The  following  .Staurday  they  again  defeated  -Sarnia, 
who  had  won  from  h  itchener,  to  bring  \'arsity  its  first  title  since  1896.  They 
went  down  to  defeat  before  Hamilton  Tigers  in  the  Dominion  playofTs — but 
it  was  a  glorious  victory  in  defeat.  Outweighed,  outlucked,  outplayed  by  their 
more  experienced  opponents  they  did  not  cjuit. 

The  Intermediates  plodded  through  another  season  winning  only  one  of 
their  group  games.  The  Juniors  won  their  group  but  lost  to  Queens  in  the  play- 
offs. 

Senior  -S.P.S.  won  the  Mulock  Cup  emblematic  of  the  Interfaculty  Cham- 
pionship defeating  St.  Michael's  in  the  playoffs. 

In  Track  and  Field  sports  \'arsity's  new  and  inexperienced  team  lost  to 
McGill.  The  Intermediate  team,  however,  returned  from  0.x-\..C.  with  the 
Intermediate  Intercollegiate  title. 
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The  Harrier  Team  were  also  defeated,  placing  third  to  R.M.C.  and  McGill. 
The  second  team  was  entered  in  the  Thirty  Mile  International  Relay  Race  and 
made  a  very  creditable  showing. 

X'arsity's  Senior  Hockey  Team  started  the  season  by  winning  the  S.P.A. 
trophy.  They  led  their  O.H.A.  group  throughout  the  season  and  in  the  playoffs 
defeated  Queens  to  win  the  Senior  O.H.A.  title.  In  the  Allan  Cup  series  they 
defeated  Iroquois  Falls  and  Ottawa  Shamrocks,  overcoming  a  two-goal  lead 
right  in  Ottawa,  but  lost  to  St.  Francois  Xavier.  They  annexed  the  Intercolleg- 
iate title  and  in  between  they  found  time  to  defeat  several  American  teams  on 
their  annual  tour. 

The  Intermediate  Hockey  team  lost  out  in  their  O.H.A.  group  to  Willow- 
dale  but  went  on  to  win  the  Intermediate  Intercollegiate  title  from  Queens. 
The  Juniors  after  a  worthy  struggle  were  defeated  in  their  group. 

The  Boxers,  Wrestlers  and  Fencers  again  vanquished  their  opponents  from 
McGill  and  Queens  and  brought  another  Intercollegiate  title  to  X'arsity. 

Both  the  Senior  and  Intermediate  Basketball  teams  returned  with  Inter- 
collegiate laurels.    Their  American  tour  was  once  more  a  success. 

Rowing,  as  usual,  under  Prof.  'Tommy'  Loudon  was  a  flourishing  sport, 
although  the  crews  were  not  as  successful  as  in  '20  in  annexing  titles.  The 
Senior  crew  won  their  annual  race  with  McCiill  for  the  first  time. 

Swimming,  diving  and  water  polo  are  progressing  rapidly.  The  Swimming 
team  annexed  another  Intercollegiate  title  and  the  Water  Polo  team  not  to  be 
outdone  followed  suit,  besides  winning  the  city  championship. 

The  Tennis  team  won  their  Intercollegiate  title — a  success  in  no  small 
measure  due  to  Walter  Martin,  one  of  Canada's  ranking  players. 

The  Rugger  Team  again  lost  to  McGill  but  only  after  a  hard  struggle. 

The  Golf  team  won  in  Montreal  and  returned'  with  another  championship. 

The  Soccer  team  playing  in  hard  luck  lost  out  in  their  games,  McGill  winning 
the  title. 

The  Lacrosse  team  again  made  a  successful  invasion  of  the  United  States.

the  beginning  of  the  rugby  season  even  the  most  enthusiastic  of 
supporters  were  dubious  concerning  the  possibilities  of  the  Senior 
Intercollegiate  team.

although  brilliant  at  times,  their  mistakes  were  costly. 

The  team  opened  the  season  in  I  ingston  and  opened  it  auspiciously,  defeat- 
ing Queens  10-7.  It  was  the  first  victory  in  Kingston  since  1922  when  Warren 
Snyder  led  his  team  to  a  24-1  victory.  The 
game  was  only  under  way  a  minute  when 
Queens  scored  a  touch  and  converted  it  but 
the  Blue  team  came  through  and  at  half  time 
the  score  was  tied  6-6.  Midway  through 
the  third  quarter  X'arsity  secured  a  drop.  In 
the  last  quarter  Queens  forced  the  play  and 
the  X'arsity  halves  began  to  fumble  with  the 
result  that  the  final  five  minutes  was  one  of 
the  most  exciting  ever  seen.  However,  the 
line  held,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  rouge, 
held  Queens  at  bay. 

The  following  Saturday  X'arsity  enter- 
tained McGill  at  the  stadium  and  suffered 
a  16-7  defeat ;  three  of  McGill 's  major 
scores  resulting  from  X'arsity  blunders.  The 
game  opened  as  at  Kingston  with  X'arsity

The  McGill  line  tightened  and  smothered  X'arsity  plunges.  A  fumble 
resulted  and  Hallam  dropped  l)ehind  his  line  to  kick  but  elected  to  run  it  out 
and  failed  to  make  yards.

TSSIXCi  the  championship  by  close  margins  for  several  years  the  Uni- 
\ersity  O.R.F.II.  team  surprised  their  supporters  by  defeating  Balmy 
Beach,  the  Dominion  Title  Holders  for  1927-1928  and  winning  their 
first  senior  title  since  coming  back  to  the  O.R.F.U.

VEN  the  most  optimistic  track  enthusiasts  around  X'arsity  were  skepti- 
cal regarding  our  Track  Team  this  year.

Good 
scores  were  also  chalked  up  for  "\'ic"  and  "St.  Mike's".  The  competition  was 
keen  and  each  event  was  well  filled  for  this  year  two  teams  had  to  be  chosen, — 
and  it  was  no  easy  job. 

At  any  rate,  the  Senior  team  journeyed  off  to  Montreal  to  try  conclusions 
with  Queen's  and  old  McGill.  The  story  is  an  old  one,  a  comparatively  inexperi- 
enced team  against  a  crew  of  tried,  old  speedsters.  McGill 's  team  was  practically 
intact  from  the  previous  two  or  three  years  and  so  they  piled  up  a  total  of  some 
eighty  odd  points  to  Varsity's  forty  or  so.  But  the  defeat  had  some  consolations. 
The  old  timers  on  the  team  came  through  well.  "Bill"  Finlayson  had  a  "hey- 
day" for  after  winning  the  hundred,  he  won  the  discus  and  came  second  in  the 
two-twenty.  "Mo"  Mitchell  ran  the  prettiest  race  of  his  long  career  to  beat 
Hands  of  McGill  in  the  four  forty.  "Jack"  Davenport  can  have  the  satisfaction 
of  graduating  as  Intercollegiate  Pole  \'aulting  Champion — the  captain  came 
through  with  his  five  points  in  the  usual  style.  Among  the  newcomers  to  the 
team  "Jack"  X'ila  and  "Hal"  Williams  ran  a  nice  second  and  third  in  the  mile 
and  "Carm"  King  ran  a  nice  half.  And  then  "Hap"  Gilbert  ran  his  three  mile. 
We  all  had  him  fainting  half  way  'round,  or  at  least  unconscious  at  the  finish, — • 
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he  was  covering  ground  like  any  given  wild  animal.  But  no,  there  was  no  collaps- 
ing, he  breezed  in  easily  half  a  length  ahead  of  the  next  man.  We  haven't  men- 
tioned the  other  men,  who,  though  they  didn't  gather  firsts,  made  it  hot  for  the 
other  fellows,  and  can  be  counted  on  to  reverse  the  proceeding  next  year. 

This  year,  X'arsity,  for  the  first  time,  entered  a  team  in  the  Intermediate 
Intercollegiate  Track  meet  at  O.A.C.  As  far  as  championships  are  concerned, 
the  Intermediates  outdid  the  Seniors,  for  by  the  small  margin  of  five  points, 
\'arsity  emerged  from  the  fracas,  the  victors.  Duff  Thompson  was  chosen  as 
captain  on  the  way  up  to  Guelph,  and  a  worthy  captain  he  proved  to  be.

collected  the  four  forty,  the  javelin  and  others  too  numerous  to  mention.  O'Leary 
won  the  hundred  and  Ryan  the  two  twenty.  Don  Smith  came  through  with  a 
beautiful  half  and  Howe  and  Olanow  ran  second  and  third  to  O.A.C.  in  the  mile. 
George  Laughlin  will  testify  that  high-hurdling  on  a  muddy  field  is  not  conducive 
to  good  technique,  yet  he  broke  the  tape  nicely  in  front.  Kllis,  who  isa  likely-looking 
man  for  Senior  company  broad-jumped  for  another  big  win.  The  rest  of  the 
team  worked  hard  and  collected  enough  .seconds  and  thirds  to  make  it  interesting 
for  the  ambitious  O.A.C.  lads.  All  eyes  were  on  the  score  sheet  where  first 
X'arsity  was  on  top  and  then  O.A.C.  The  last  event,  the  relay  race,  found  Varsity 
only  one  point  up.

Intercollegiate    Harrier    CHub 

HE  Interfaculty  Harrier  Meet  was  held  under  ideal  weather  conditions 
on  October  twenty-seventh.  Over  ninety  men  faced  the  starter  at  the 
main  gates  of  Upper  Canada  College.  After  the  start  the  field  strung 
out,  hut  before  the  two  mile  mark  the  O.A.C.  men  had  found  their 
stride  and  taken  the  lead.  Their  supremacy  was  never  challenged, 
and  Banks,  winning  in  the  good  time  of  30'  41",  led  his  team  in  to 
first  place  with  the  low  score  of  twelve  points.  Trinity  placed  second,  and  Meds. 
followed  a  very  close  third.  The  first  twelve  men  to  finish  were:  Banks,  Malkin, 
Cxriffiths,  O.A.C;  Lee,  S.P.S.;  Smith,  U.C;  Dempsey,  Garnett,  O.A.C; 
McLennan,  Meds.;  Ross,  O.A.C;  Walters,  Trinity;  Stacey,  O.A.C;  Seaborne, 
Trinity. 

Since  O.A.C  are  ineligible  for  the  Intercollegiate  Meet  the  \'arsity  team 
was  composed  of  Lee,  Smith,  Walters  and  Seaborne.  Gilbert  of  U.C.  was 
included  on  his  heat  record  though  unable  to  run  in  the  interfaculty.  It  was 
unfortunate  that  McLennan  injured  his  foot  and  could  not  go  to  Kingston. 
"Wally"  Graham,  last  year's  Intercollegiate  champion,  accompanied  the  team 
as  manager,  being  unable  to  run  at  all  this  season.  So  did  R.  M.  Mitchell  as 
\'ice-President  of  the  Intercollegiate  Union. 

None  of  the  members  of  the  team,  of  whom  three  were  freshmen,  had  ever 
run  in  an  intercollegiate  meet  before.  Inexperienced  as  they  were,  they  met 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  strong  R.M.C  team  who  easily  won  the  champion- 
ship, while  X'arsity  placed  third  to  McGill.  Of  the  \'arsity  team  Lee 
finished  seventh,  Gilbert  tenth.  Seaborne  twelfth,  and  Walters  fifteenth. 

While  it  was  unfortunate  that  the  winning  streak  which  had  lasted  for  three 
years  was  broken,  much  promising  material  was  unearthed  and  there  is  good 
promise  for  future  success. 

As  an  encouragement  to  those  men  who  had  just  failed  to  make  the  Inter- 
collegiate Team  and  to  bring  on  fresh  material,  a  second  team  of  10  men  was 
formed  this  year  to  enter  the  Thirty  Mile  International  Silver  Trophy  Relay 
Race.

University   of    Toronto    Water    Polo 

HE  water  polo  team  has  had  a  remarkable  string  of  victories  this  year. 
With  the  inauguration  of  the  City  Water  Polo  League,  playing  under 
International  Rules,  the  University  entered  two  teams  "A"  and  "B" 
with  the  expectation  of  one  of  these  teams  capturing  the  City  Champion- 
ship. Nor  were  we  disappointed.  Both  teams  worked  through  to  the 
finals  in  their  respective  groups,  and  in  the  play-offs  X'arsity  "B" 
eliminated  X'arsity  "A"  to  take  the  City  Title  and  the  Star  trophy. 

This  success  encouraged  further  efforts,  so  we  challenged  the  Montreal 
Amateur  Athletic  Association,  alleged  Canadian  water  polo  champions,  to  two 
home-and-home  games.  Although  the  International  game  is  an  innovation  here 
this  year  the  ITniversity  team  held  Montreal  to  a  four  all  score  in  the  M.A.A.A. 
tank,  but  lost  at  Fart  House  after  a  very  close  game.  The  showing  against  this 
team  of  veterans  speaks  well  for  our  chances  next  year. 

After  trying  out  the  International  game  we  fell  back  on  the  slower  and  less 
spectacular  Intercollegiate  water  rules  and  prepared  for  the  last  Intercollegiate 
Series  under  the  old  regime.  Our  previous  successes  and  experience  helped  us 
out  immensely  here  and  the  team  ploughed  through  McGill  in  the  home  game  in 
Hart  House  tank  on  F~eb.  Kith,  1929,  setting  up  a  5-0  score.  At  Montreal  the 
McGill  team  gave  a  little  stiffer  opposition,  l)ut  after  a  bad  start  the  V.  of  T. 
squad  picked  up  and  won  the  round  8-5  and  with  it  the  Intercollegiate  Champion- 
ship. 

The  showing  this  year  is  due  in  the  greatest  part  to  the  well-known  swimmers, 
J.  M.  "Johnny"  Goss,  L.  G.  "Leo"  Latchford  and  E.  G.  "Eddie"  Sinclair. 
LInfortunately  after  helping  us  along  so  well  in  aquatic  sports  for  the  last  four 
years  the  former  two  are  dropping  from  our  midst  with  their  graduation  this 
year.    Their  absence  will  certainly  be  noticed  during  the  1929-30  session. 

The  remaining  players  of  the  Intercollegiate  Water  Polo  Team  are:  H.  C. 
(Harvey)  Graham,  Art  Middlebro,  G.  H.  (Sliver)  Spence,  Ross  Poyntz,  R.  A. 
(Bob)  Armstrong,  R.  L.  (Laurie)  Bullen.  These  nine  players  formed  a  com- 
bination which  defeated  McGill  for  the  second  time  in  the  last  nineteen  years.

University  of  Toronto  Swimming  Team 


ONTINUING  its  line  of  successes  the  I'niversity  of  Toronto  Swimming 
Team  captured  the  fourth  consecutive  Intercollegiate  Swimming 
Championship  this  year.  Every  event  in  the  last  meet  at  Hart  House, 
on  February  15th,  was  of  high  calibre.  The  ultimate  outcome  of  the 
meet  was  in  doubt  all  the  way  and  the  final  decision  rested  on  the  relay. 
This  also  was  a  close  race,  and  the  judges  decided  on  a  tie.  This  was  to  our 
advantage  as  with  a  lead  of  three  points  piled  up  earlier  X'arsity  took  the  cham- 
pionship 37-34. 

Johnny  Goss,  Leo  Latchford,  and  Kddie  Sinclair  were  the  outstanding 
performers  in  this  year's  meet  with  McGill.  Johnn\-  Goss  captured  first  place 
in  the  50  and  100  yd.  Free  Style  and  second  place  in  the  200  yd.  Free  Style 
besides  swimming  in  the  relay.  Leo  Latchford  came  in  second  in  the  100  yd. 
Back  Stroke  and  swam  a  wonderful  race  in  the  relay,  cutting  down  McGill's 
lead  so  that  the  eventual  outcome  was  a  tie.  Both  these  men,  who  have  been 
members  of  the  Intercollegiate  Swimming  and  Water  Polo  Teams  every  year 
while  at  X'arsity,  will  be  leaving  this  year,  and  for  our  next  Intercollegiate  Swim- 
ming Team  we  will  be  depending  mostly  on  new  material. 

Eddie  Sinclair  was  never  in  trouble  in  the  100  yd.  Breast  Stroke,  and  finished 
far  ahead  of  the  other  competitors.  We  hope  he  repeats  this  performance  next 
year. 

Other  point  winners  in  the  annual  ]V^cGill-\'arsity  aquatic  meet  v>ere 
R.  Irvine,  J.  E.  Gundy,  R.  Poyntz,  St.  C.  Balfour,  T.  N.  Marsh,  J.  Pierdon 
and  B.  Nevitt.  The  first  three  of  these  men  are  graduating  this  year,  so  the 
swimming  team  will  be  sadly  depleted  with  the  loss  of  five  swimmers.  A  great 
deal  of  credit  must  be  given  to  Mr.  A.  S.  Goss,  the  swimming  coach,  for  the  time 
he  expended  in  training  the  swimmers  for  their  fourth  Intercollegiate  victory.

HIS  year's  team,  although  they  did  not  win  the  highest  honours  in  the 
realm  of  hockey,  have  3  championship  cups  resting  in  Hart  House  as  a 
result  of  their  prowess.  Two  of  these,  the  Sportsmans'  Patriotic  Associ- 
ation (S.P.A.)  Cup  and  the  O.H.A.,  have  never  before  been  won  by  the 
same  team  in  the  same  year.  The  other,  the  Intercollegiate  Champion- 
ship, is  by  way  of  revenge  on  behalf  of  the  Rugby  Team. 

Queen's,  with  a  few  "outsiders"  entered  the  O.H.A.  instead  of  the  Inter- 
collegiate, and  by  finishing  in  second  place,  qualified  to  meet  \'arsity  in  the  "play- 
offs". The  latter  had  little  trouble  in  winning  the  round  by  a  comfortable  margin. 

Iroquois  Falls,  the  Northern  Champions,  were  defeated  in  the  next  round, 
and  \'"arsity  thus  qualified  to  meet  Ottawa  in  the  Semi-finals  for  the  Eastern 
Canadian  Championship.  The  first  game  was  played  in  Toronto,  and  lost  by 
a  3-1  score.  However,  in  the  return  game  at  Ottawa  they  showed  the  Varsity 
spirit  of  '  'never-say-die"  and  1  min.  and  30  sec.  after  the  beginning  of  the  second 
period  they  were  leading  on  the  round  by  4-3.    This  was  the  final  score. 

The  Eastern  finals  were  played  with  St.  Francois  Xavier  of  Montreal.  The 
first  game  was  played  on  their  ice,  with  10  minutes  of  the  final  period  remaining 
and  the  score  1-1.  Varsity  "went  to  pieces"  for  a  minute,  after  a  very  doubtful 
goal,  and  St.  Fran(,-ois  soon  scored  3  goals  to  make  the  final  score  5-1.  The  gtrain 
of  too  many  games  was  beginning  to  show  itself  in  that  last  period.  The  return 
game  in  Toronto — X'arsity's  eighth  in  16  days  (Mar.  6-22) — saw  them  die 
fighting  hard,  scoring  2  goals  in  the  last  few  minutes  of  play  only  to  loose  by  a 
3-2  score.  St.  Francois  continued  on  to  Winnipeg  to  play  in  the  finals  of  the 
Allan  Cup. 

Next  fall  will  see  the  same  men  at  practice  with  the  exception  of  Murray 
Snyder  who  graduates  and  leaves  behind  such  an  enviable  record.  Most  of  the 
men  have  2  years,  and  some  3,  so  \'arsity's  chances  on  winning  the  Allan  Cup  in 
the  near  future  are  exceedingly  bright.

"HEN  X'arsity  Intermediates  won  the  Intercollegiate  Championship  it 
proved  another  addition  to  Jimmy  Douj^las'  long  series  of  successes  in 
the  athletic  world.  He  was  called  upon  to  develop  a  new  team  this  year 
because  practically  all  of  the  1928  squad  were  lost  through  graduation. 
From  the  outset,  the  O.H.A.  series  was  considered  a  hopeless  fight 
because  X'arsity  was  grouped  with  the  all-star  aggregation  from  Willow- 
dale.  Nevertheless  the  Blue  team  were  just  nosed  out  of  the  play-offs  and  in  the 
final  scheduled  game  forced  Willowdale,  the  Ontario  finalists,  into  ten  minutes 
overtime  before  they  succumbed  3-2.  (  oncentrating  their  efforts  on  retaining 
the  Intercollegiate  trophy,  the  Intermediates  settled  down  to  strenuous  practice 
in  preparation  for  their  series  with  Osgoode,  McMaster,  O.A.C.  and  Western. 
They  were  further  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  Bell  and  Hetherington  from 
the  Junior  team — the  formtr  player  develcping  into  the  team's  scoring  ace. 
X'arsity  had  little  difificulty  in  disposing  of  their  opposition  until  they  lost  a 
hard-luck  game  in  Ciuelph.  This  left  them  tie  for  the  leadership  with  Western 
and  the  last  league  game  was  scheduled  for  London.  With  every  man  playing 
his  best  hockey  of  the  season,  X'arsity  secured  a  2-1  victory.  "  Billy"  Bell  proved 
to  be  the  hero  when  he  scored  the  winning  goal  with  only  a  few  minutes  to  play. 
Thus  the  Douglas  clan  qualified  to  meet  Queens,  who  had  conquered  Loyola  in 
the  F^ast.  The  game  was  played  in  I  ingston  and  the  Tri-color  was  decisively 
defeated  by  the  score  of  8-1.  Bell  was  again  the  outstanding  player  when  he 
figured  in  six  of  the  scores.  In  the  closing  games  of  the  campaign  the  Inter- 
mediates displayed  a  brand  of  hockey  worthy  of  the  Seniors  and  their  victory 
is  more  remarkable  when  it  is  considered  that  they  played  their  last  two  games 
minus  the  services  of  Carrick  and  MacMillan.  These  two  regulars  were  absent 
due  to  injuries.  "Joe"  Evans,  playing  his  last  game  in  a  U.  of  T.  sweater,  was 
moved  back  to  the  defence  to  fill  MacMillan 's  position  and  turned  in  one  of  the 
most  brilliant  games  of  his  University  career.  Statham,  a  newcomer  from  Lon- 
don, Twelfth  Battery,  and  Leak  from  last  year's  Juniors,  showed  promise,  while 
Capt.  "Bob"  Graham  was  just  as  effective  as  in  former  seasons.

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LTHOUGH  they  did  not  get  into  the  group  play-ofls,  the  Juniors  per- 
formed very  creditably.  At  the  beginning  of  the  season  Coach  Frank 
Sullivan  was  faced  with  the  task  of  moulding  an  almost  entirely  new 
team.  Hunnisett,  the  goalie,  was  the  only  member  of  last  year's  team 
available  when  the  call  was  sent  out  for  candidates  for  the  Junior  team. 
From  some  fifty  odd  candidates  a  team  was  finally  selected  so  represent 
the  (niversity  of  Toronto  in  the  Big  Four  Group  of  the  Junior  O.H.A.  This  group 
is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  strongest  in  the  Junior  series  of  the  O.H.A.  Marl- 
boros,  Toronto  Cance  Club,  and  Parkdale  Canoe  Club  rounded  out  the  group. 
\  arsity  upset  the  dope  at  the  start  by  defeating  Toronto  Canoe  Club,  the 
S.P.A.  finalists,  2-1.  Of  the  nine-game  schedule,  two  were  played  at  the  X'arsity 
Arena;  the  remaining  seven  at  the  Mutual  Street  ice  palace. 

The  final  standing  of  the  group  showed  X'arsity  with  5  wins  and  4  losses. 
They  defeated  Toronto  Canoe  Club  and  Parkdale  Canoe  Club  each  twice  and 
Marlboros  once.  Two  games  were  dropped  to  Marlboros  and  one  each  to  Toronto 
Canoe  Club,  and  Parkdale  Canoe  Club. 

The  Junior  hockey  season  this  year  unearthed  some  fine  talent.  To  single 
out  two  or  three  would  be  inaccurate  as  each  one  did  his  bit  towards  making  a 
team  which  proved  a  contender  until  the  final  gong  sounded.  Hunnisett  played 
his  usual  fine  game  in  goal.  Smith  and  Williams  in  front  of  him  formed  a  defence 
which  gave  the  opposing  teams  plenty  to  worry  about.  Brant,  Laing,  and 
Hetherington  played  well  on  the  forward  line  and  their  places  were  capably 
filled  when  necessary  by  Bell,  Bennet,  Crerar,  and  Lash. 

Marlboros  won  the  Junior  finals  for  the  championship  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada.

Boxing,   Wrestling  and    Fencing    learn 

Intercollegiate  Champions  1927-28-29 

HK  Toronto  Boxing,  Wrestling  and  Fencing  team  won  their  fifth  con- 
secutive Intercollegiate  Title  at  Hart  House  in  February  1928.  The 
boxers  made  the  sensational  record  of  winning  every  class  from  the 
flyweight  to  the  middleweight  and  everyone  of  these  men  won  one  of 
their  bouts  by  the  K.  ().  route.  The  fencers  as  usual  won  the  Individual 
and  Team  championships,  while  the  wrestlers  were  unfortunate  in  their 


competition  and  secured  only  one  title. 

The  ().A.C\  trip  was  the 
first  on  the  line  of  assaults 
for  the  year  and  was  very 
successful.  The  Aggies  were 
strong  as  usual  in  the  wrestling 
and  won  easily.  The  boxing 
team  from  X'arsity  though 
mostly  giving  away  we'.ght, 
won  their  bouts. 

West  Point  is  the  place 
of  interest  for  the  touring 
squad.  The  opposition  here 
is  of  a  superior  class  and  the 
bouts  were  all  hard  fought. 
The  boxers  came  through  with 
a  four  to  three  win.  Jackie 
Beer,  and  Rustie  Magee  the 
new  sensation,  both  secured 
knockouts  while  Loscombe 
and  Joe  Mahon  the  veteran, 
both  got  well  earned  dicisions. 
Sprott  had  a  bit  of  hard  luck 
in  losing  his  decision,   as  did 
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Harr>-  Hills.  Galpky  of  the  wrestlers  won  the  only  decision  for  X'arsity  in  a 
hard  bout  and  the  fact  that  only  two  other  falls  were  secured  shows  that  the 
wrestling  was  very  close.  The  Fencing  team  did  not  accompany  the  squad  to 
West  Point. 

O.A.C.  again  won  the  l)a\idson  Cup  which  signifies  the  Interfaculty  Cham- 
pionship. Their  strength  was  in  their  wrestlers  who  are  coached  by  Rumple, 
the  Olympic  man.  D'Arc  Hilliard  earned  a  close  decision  and  Jenner  won  a 
very  good  bout.  Shute  lost  in  the  '74  division  giving  away  considerable  weight 
and  to  a  very  good  man.  In  the  boxing  all  the  bouts  were  knockouts  and  no 
decisions  were  required  by  1  ou  Scholes,  the  referee.  MacDonald  of  Trinity  put 
up  a  game  fight  against  the  more  experienced  Beer.  Teddy  Fell  the  wonder  man 
started  his  sensational  work  in  the  ring  and  of  course  secured  a  knockout.  Sprott 
in  the  lightweight  is  a  new  comer  and  the  force  of  his  clean  blows  was  shown  in 
an  early  h  .0.  Jackson  knocked  Rusty  Morin  out  in  53  seconds,  after  a  very 
game  battle  by  IVTorin.  Jerry  Woods  won  a  technical  knockout  over  Smily  in 
a  hectic  battle.  Jack  Dyment  won  the  Individual  F'encing  Championship  over 
KefTer  in  a  somewhat  careless  exhibition.  They  both  made  up  for  this  in  the 
Intercollegiate. 

The  Invasion  of  the  McGill  and  Queens  men  proved  to  be  really  serious 
this  year.  The  big  gain  of  the  opposing  universities  seems  to  have  been  in  the 
wrestling  and  X'arsity  will  have  to  do  something  about  this  if  they  are  to  continue 
winning  their  laurels.  C^alnan  the  light-heavyweight  was  the  only  wrestler  to 
win  a  title.  He  won  both  of  his  bouts  with  ease,  securing  two  falls  from  Nagel 
of  McCiill  in  3  minutes  43  seconds.  Marshall,  the  flyweight,  lost  a  close  decision 
to  Silver  of  McGill.  D'Arc  Hilliard,  too,  was  defeated  by  a  doubtful  decision 
and  he  put  up  a  very  good  exhibition  of  wrestling.  Bert  Diprose  lost  to  Queens 
in  the  welter  weight  and  seemed  to  lack  the  experience.  The  feature  of  the  wrest- 
ling was  the  F'urber-Honsberger  bout.  This  was  at  158  lbs.  and  Honsberger  is 
one  of  the  best  in  Ontario.  This  bout  was  spectacular  and  fast,  with  Furber 
putting  up  a  wonderful  attempt  to  come  back  after  Honsberger  had  got  one  fall. 
Jim  h  ickham  had  a  hard  task  in  meeting  a  man  40  lbs.  heavier  and  more  experi- 
enced, he  made  a  very  good  showing.  Jackie  Beer,  in  the  boxing,  won  both  of 
his  bouts  by  knockouts  and  demonstrated  some  very  clever  boxing.  Teddy 
Fell  left-handed  his  way  through  two  good  bouts  and  deserves  his  title.  Rusty 
Magee,  after  having  spent  considerable  time  showing  Chris.  Newton  how  to 
fight,  won  a  decision  from  the  McGill  veteran,  Musselman.  Rusty  got  a  knock- 
out the  first  night.  \'ic  Loscombe  defeated  the  rugged  Trudel  in  the  finals  and 
his  victory  was  particularly  remarkable  because  he  did  it  with  a  broken  hand. 
Jackson  in  the  middle  weight  class,  after  winning  a  decision  the  first  night, 
scored  a  knockout  against  Doran  of  McGill.      In  the  heavier  weights  \'arsity 

suffered.  Wood  was 
forced  to  a  technical 
knockout  by  Nicol  of 
Queens,  a  very  good 
man.  Joe  Mahon  lost 
to  Taylor  of  McGill 
in  the  semi-finals.  The 
hardest  bout  of  the 
evening  was  fought  by 
Les  Black  against  all 
comers.

Intercollegiate    Tennis 

HE  year  of  1028  will  go  down  as  a  very  successful  one  as  far  as  tennis  in 
the  University  of  Toronto  is  concerned.  Bf)th  from  the  standpoint  of 
interest  and  victory  this  year  was  outstanding. 

Although  the  annual  X'arsity  tournament  held  in  the  fall  did  not 
attract  as  large  an  entry  as  usual,  still  the  calibre  of  the  play  was 
considerably  increased  and  many  fine  matches  resulted.  In  the  finals 
of  this  tournament  Walter  Martin  defeated  Donald  Gunn  in  a  very  closely 
contested  four  set  match.  These  two  players  teamed  together  to  capture  the 
doubles  quite  handily. 

X'arsity  had  great  success  in  the  Intercollegiate  tournament,  which  was 
held  in  Kingston.  Led  by  Walter  Martin,  who  won  the  singles,  and  with  Donald 
Gunn  the  doubles,  the  X'arsity  team  piled  up  18  points  to  capture  the  team 
title,  as  many  as  all  the  other  teams  put  together. 

Walter  Martin  defeated  Charles  Leslie  of  McGill  in  the  singles  final  after 
a  four  set  struggle.  This  is  the  first  time  a  X'arsity  man  has  won  the  singles  since 
1919.  Martin  and  Gunn  won  the  doubles,  defeating  X'alois  and  Lalonde  in  the 
final. 

The  other  two  members  of  the  X^arsity  team,  Arthur  Balfour  and  XX.  S. 
Noyes,  making  their  first  appearance  in  Intercollegiate  competition,  made  an 
excellent  showing,  and  but  for  being  tired  out  they  would  have  reached  the 
finals  of  the  doubles. 

Donald  Gunn  and  Walter  Martin  are  two  of  Canada's  leading  exponents 
of  tennis.  Gunn  had  some  excellent  victories  to  his  credit  this  summer  in  the 
tournaments,  the  outstanding  of  which  was  over  Willard  Crocker  of  Montreal. 
Martin  was  ranked  No.  10  in  Canada  last  year  and  this  year  he  has  been  placed 
No.  5  in  a  tentative  ranking  of  Canadian  players. 

Thus  it  appears  that  X'arsity's  tennis  players  did  quite  well  this  year. 
Although  the  team  loses  Donald  Gunn  through  graduation  still  the  other  three 
members  will  be  back  as  a  strong  nucleus  for  next  year's  team.

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OLF  history  was  made  this  year  when  the  Toronto  team  was  successful  in 
defeating  McGill  on  their  own  grounds  at  the  Beaconsfield  Golf  and 
Country  Club.  Perhaps  one  reason  for  this  notable  success  lies  in 
the  decision  of  the  Athletic  Directorate  to  defray  the  travelling  expenses 
of  the  team.  Due  to  this,  the  strongest  possible  team  was  sent  to 
Montreal,  and  although  the  expectation  of  victory  was  not  very  great 
McGill  had  several  players  of  international  calibre  and  reputation  the 
U.  of  T.  team  demonstrated  their  ability  by  capturing  the  Ruttan  Trophy  by 
six  matches  to  three. 

Ever  since  the  series  has  been  inaugurated  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of 
controversy  with  regard  to  finances  and  colours.  The  action  of  the  Athletic 
Directorate  in  voting  a  sum  to  be  used  in  defraying  the  travelling  expenses  is 
to  be  highly  commended.  The  question  of  colours  will  be  coming  up  in  the  next 
few  weeks,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  see  their  way  clear  to  give  the 
ones  whose  talents  lie  along  this  line  a  chance  to  win  one  of  the  coveted  "T's". 
The  U.  of  T.  tournament,  which  was  held  at  the  Rosedale  Golf  and  Country 
Club,  attracted  the  largest  entry  in  the  history  of  golf  at  the  University.  J.  R. 
Mooney,  IV  Arts,  was  the  winner  of  this  competition  with  a  gross  score  for  the 
36  holes  of  74-76-150.  J.  G.  Boeckh  79-79  was  the  second  prize  winner,  with 
George  Edwards  winning  the  low  net.

HE  University  of  Toronto  Senior  Basketball  team  repeated  their  success 
of  last  season  when  they  retained  the  Wilson  C"up,  emblematic  of  the 
C'anadian  Intercolleja;iate  Basketball  Championship.  They  suffered 
only  one  defeat  at  the  hands  of  an  Intercollegiate  rival,  and  that  to 
McGill  by  a  four  point  margin,  27-31.  One  victory  was  registered  over 
the  Red  and  White,  38-26;  two  over  Queens,  25-22  and  35-32;  and 
two  from  Western,  36-26  and  33-2(). 

In  outside  competition  the  team  fared  well,  taking  long  road  trips,  etc.,  into 
consideration.  Hamilton  College  and  Assumption  College  were  defeated  by 
decisive  scores.  University  of  Buffalo,  St.  Boneventure  College  and  the  Detroit 
Y.M.(\A.  nosed  out  the  \'arsity  representatives  by  a  narrow  margin.  In  the 
games  with  Colgate  and  Rochester  Universities,  although  defeated  by  larger 
scores,  the  Blue  and  White  were  not  disgraced  as  they  were  meeting  two  of  the 
fastest  teams  in  the  east. 

The  Blue  and  White  squad  of  this  season  was  one  of  the  most  colourful  seen 
in  years.  Nine  of  the  ten  men  were  members  of  Canadian  Championship  teams. 
Six  of  the  squad,  R.  M.  Mitchell,  the  captain,  R.  L.  Currie,  W.  C.  Newman, 
B.  R.  Sakler,  G.  L.  Johnston,  and  S.  Hurwitz  were  members  of  last  year's 
Canadian  Intercollegiate  C  hampions.  J.  C.  Murray  and  (ieo.  I).  O'Leary  came 
to  us  as  members  of  the  Windsor  Alumni,  Canadian  Senior  Champions.  Ray 
Beaton,  registered  in  his  freshman  year,  was  a  member  of  Walkerville  Collegiate 
team,  the  Canadian  Interscholastic  Champions.  Karl  Davey  was  the  one  man 
without  this  background,  but  by  his  work  during  the  season  showed  that  he  was 
deserving  of  a  place  on  this  squad. 

In  the  final  game  of  our  American  invasion  Geo.  O'Leary  unfortunately 
broke  both  arms  and  was  out  for  all  the  intercollegiate  games  except  the  final 
one.  This  left  the  brunt  of  the  offensive  work  to  Capt.  "Mo"  M'tchell,  Ray- 
Beaton  and  Earl  Davey.  Wilf  Newman  was  a  tower  of  strength  in  the  pivot 
position,  and  due  to  Gord  Johnston's  injuries,  played  the  majority  of  the  time. 
The  heavy  portion  of  the  defensive  work  fell  on  the  shoulders  of  Roy  Currie  and 
Johnny  Murray,  with  Ben  Sakler  and  S.  Hurwitz  as  capable  substitutes.  A 
great  share  of  the  credit  for  the  majority  of  our  victories  goes  to  these  men. 

Of  these  ten  men  we  lose  four  by  graduation,  three  of  them  regulars.  Capt. 
"Mo"  Mitchell  ends  an  illustrious  university  career  as  captain  of  the  champions. 
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R()>-  Currie  graduates  with  the  satisfaction  of  playing  on  five  intercollegiate 
teams,  three  of  them  champions,  and  of  captaining  last  season 's  undefeated 
entry.  Johnny  Murray,  registered  in  O.C.K.,  just  stayed  the  year  l)ut  in  that 
time  demonstrated  that  his  lea\ing  will  indeed  he  a  loss.  Gord  Johnston  ends 
a  fi\-e  \'ear  term  on  \'arsity  Basketball  teams.  The  popular  and  efficient  manager, 
\  .  L.  Thomas,  also  graduates. 

These  men  have  served  well  and  their  places  will  be  hard  to  fill.  The  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  Basketball  Club  wish  them  continued  success  in  the  greater 
game  which  commences  on  their  graduation.

British    Rugby 


HIS  fall  English  Rugby  made  even  greater  strides  in  Ontario  than  ever 
anticipated.  In  Quebec  the  sport  has  always  shown  the  influence  of  the 
Maritime  Provinces,  until  now  it  occupies  an  important  position  in 
intercitN'  athletics.  The  trend  was  certainly  apparent  in  Toronto,  for 
no  less  than  five  clubs  were  sporting  teams  this  season.  These  city 
games  were  followed  with  considerable  enthusiasm,  and  large  crowds 
were  on  hand  to  witness  the  weekly  competition. 

l-nfortunately  McGill  again  won  the  Intercollegiate  Championship.  How- 
ever, that  is  not  to  say  that  the  \'arsity  team  was  a  weak  one.  Quite  the  contrary, 
for  although  the  prospects  were  poor  at  the  beginnin^j  of  the  year,  due  to  so  man>- 
departures,  a  brighter  outlook  was  assumed  when  the  new  and  good  material 
was  realized.  Practices  commenced  before  the  first  day  of  October,  and  soon 
large  numbers  turned  out  for  conditioning  and  coaching.  W'e  were  indeed 
grateful  for  the  help  accorded  by  Mr.  Seccombe,  who  was  a  factor  in  the  abilit>' 
of  the  team  this  fall.  On  the  first  Saturday  a  game  was  played,  and  many 
graduate  enthusiasts  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  the  two  teams  consisted 
entirely  of  University  men — a  strange  sight! 

Great  progress  has  been  achieved  at  McCiill,  and  they  now  boast  of  a 
second  team  which  was  entered  in  the  City  League.  The  Blue  and  White  squad 
were  beaten  in  Toronto  14  to  5,  which  was,  despite  the  damaging  score,  a  close 
game.  In  Montreal  the  game  was  played  in  very  heavy  weather,  and  was  also 
exceedingly  even.  McCiill  finally  emerged  winners  by  a  3  to  0  score,  and  thus 
became  champions  for  the  second  time. 

In  the  Toronto  games  the  X'arsity  team  proved  its  real  strength,  for  it 
vanquished  each  one  of  the  city  clubs.  This  in  itself  was  a  notable  feat.  We  are 
looking  to  a  winning  team  next  year,  for  with  the  nucleus  of  this  year's  squad, 
plus  some  newcomers,  we  should  be  unbeatable.

HE  Olympic  games  added  much  to  the  already  keen  rivalry  amongst 
Canadian  rowing  clubs.  Every  club  strove  to  produce  a  heavyweight 
eight  which,  by  winning  the  Olympic  trials,  would  earn  the  right  to 
represent  Canada  in  Holland. 

At  \'arsity,  the  middle  of  January  ( 1928)  found  old  colours  and 
new  aspirants  flocking  to  the  rowing  room  in  Hart  House.  Daily  from 
five  to  six  the  machines  clanked  in  unison — almost.  On  Mondays,  Wednesdays, 
and  Fridays  the  heavy  weights  were  at  it;  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  the 
lightweights  (150  lbs.)  had  their  turn.  Towards  the  end  of  April  the  scene 
shifted  to  the  waterfront.  Here  for  several  cold  weeks  three  crews  were  licked 
into  shape  in  heavy  work-boats  before  being  entrusted  with  the  delicate  task 
of  "sitting  up"  a  shell.  X'arsity  usually  sends  a  Senior  Heavy,  Junior  Heavy, 
and  Junior  150  lbs.  Crew  to  the  Royal  Canadian  Henley  at  St.  Catharines. 
A  senior  crew  is  a  crew,  one  or  more  members  of  which  have  rowed  in  a  boat 
which  has  won  the  junior  division  of  its  class  at  an  open  regatta.  Last  summer 
the  Junior  Heavies  were  disbanded  and  only  the  Seniors  and  Tackweights  (as 
the  150  lb.  crew  is  improperly  called)  were  sent  to  the  Henley. 

Morning  rowing,  the  bete  noire  of  oarsmen,  began  about  the  middle  of  June. 
I  nder  the  grind  of  two  workouts  a  day  the  men  soon  began  to  get  condition. 
This  was  the  signal  for  Coach  Professor  to  take  the  crews  to  the  start  of  the  mile 
and  550  yards  course,  and  lifting  a  huge  megaphone,  boom  out  in  a  deep  voice 
the  stirring  words  which  no  oarsmen  can  ever  forget:  "Row  the  course,  every- 
body! Row  the  course!  .  .  .  Half  forward.  .  .  .  Are  you  ready?  .  .  .  Row!!" 
Professor  Loudon — to  the  tribute  of  whose  personality  \'arsity  oarsman 
for  nearly  a  decade  now,  have  "rowed  their  guts  out" — was  ably  assisted  in 
his  strenuous  duties  by  Carl  Weber  and  Gordon  Pearson.  The  former,  who 
has  rowed  for  both  X'arsity  and  the  r3etroit  Boat  Club,  had  special  charge 
of  coaching  the  Tackweights.  "Snarp"  Pearson,  the  popular  manager  of  the 
Club,  chaufl^eured  the  coach-boat,  and  produced  a  never-ending  supply  of  wit. 

The  "Tacks"  rowed  the  first  race  of  the  season  in  the  Dominion  Day 
Regatta  on  the  three-quarter  mile  Hanlan  memorial  course  at  Toronto.  The 
race  was  won  by  the  Argonaut  eight,  Varsity  being  six  inches  behind,  and 
Malvern  third. 
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Two  important  events  of  the  summer  were  heki  in  the  second  week  in 
July  as  preliminaries  to  the  Henley:  the  Olympic  trials  and  the  third  annual 
Intercollegiate  Boat  Race  between  \'arsity  and  McCjill.  The  latter  was  won  by 
X'arsity  this  year  for  the  first  time,  when  the  Senior  Crew  led  McGill  to  the 
Grandstand.  Much  interest  now  attaches  to  this  event,  and  there  is  talk  of 
making  it  a  two  mile  race  to  be  held  on  the  proposed  H umber  River  course  at 
Toronto.  It  was  unfortunate  that  Argos  and  not  \'arsity  beat  \\'innipeg  to 
become  the  Olympic  crew,  particularly  as  Professor  Loudon  was  in  charge  of 
the  trip  to  Europe. 

In  the  Fenley  proper  \'arsity  .''eniors  were  drawn  in  the  first  heat  against 
the  Wyandotte  Rowing  Club  of  M  ichigan,  which  entered  two  crews,  that  finished 
first  and  second.  Fowever  the  senif)r  trophy  did  not  cross  the  border,  for  Winni- 
peg came  through  in  the  finals. 

As  there  were  only  four  entries  in  the  junior  loO  lb.  class  no  heats  were 
necessary.  The  event  was  won  by  I.achine;  but  X'arsity  "Tacks"  delighted 
("arl  Weber  by  beating  Detroit  ff)r  second  place,  and  they  had  their  revenge  on 
-Argos,  who  were  many  boat  lengths  of  open  water  behind. 

The  prospects  for  1929  are  bright.  A  newly-formed  Graduate  Club  has 
organized  a  board  of  coaches  to  assist  Head  Coach  Professor  Loudon.  O.  G. 
Halldorson,  President  of  the  Club,  has  just  taken  over  the  reins  of  office  from 
John  Keith.  And  always  the  vision  of  the  H umber  scheme  of  Joe  Wright,  Sr., 
and  Home  Smith  provides  hope  for  a  great  future  for  rowing  in  Toronto.

Intercollegiate   Gymnasium   Team 

AST  year  the  Intercollegiate  Gymnasium  Team  was  not  as  successful 
as  in  the  previous  two  years,  losing  the  championship  and  the  Caron 
Cup  to  McGill.  In  the  meet,  which  was  held  at  Montreal,  the  McGill 
Gymnasts  showed  superiority  on  all  apparatus  except  the  mats,  which, 
as  usual,  was  \'arsity's  strongest  piece.  McGill  also  won  the  Werry 
Cup,  which  is  presented  to  the  highest  individual  point  scorer  on  either 
team.  Williamson,  who  placed  third  in  the  meet,  was  the  highest  man  on  the 
Toronto  team. 

Varsity  lost  two  men  from  the  previous  year's  team.  I.  R.  Mix,  who  won 
the  individual  championship  the  year  before  graduated,  and  R.  Lymburner  was 
unable  to  perform  owing  to  an  injury  sustained  in  practice.  Of  the  four  remaining 
members  of  the  team.  Jack  Williamson  was  by  far  the  outstanding  performer. 
He  was  elected  captain,  and  in  placing  third  in  the  intercollegiate  competition, 
made  a  very  creditable  showing.  Don  Gunn  won  the  Interfaculty  meet,  with 
Williamson  a  very  close  second.  Both  these  men  have  been  on  the  team  for  three 
years,  having  made  it  in  their  first  year.  Darrell  Campbell  stepped  up  from 
spare  in  1927  to  a  regular  member  of  the  team  and  gave  a  very  satisfactory 
exhibition.

The  gymnastic  Club  was  very  active  throughout  the 
year  and  the  season  closed  with  promise  of  a  good  team  for  1928-1929.

RACTK'K  was  called  during  the  first  week  of  school,  and  judging  from 
the  number  of  men  turning  out,  and  the  eagerness  with  which  they 
went  through  their  paces,  everything  pointed  to  a  ver\-  successful 
season. 

Art.  Halliwell,  who  is  very  well  known  as  a  goalie  with  Toronto 
Scottish,  was  obtained  as  coach,  and  under  his  guidance  a  well-balanced  team, 
composed  of  six  regulars  from  last  year  and  five  new  men,  was  chosen. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  played  in  Toronto  on  Oct.  27,  R.M.C. 
being  the  visiting  team.  The  game  was  very  fast  and  X'arsity  showed  marked 
superiority  in  every  department  except  shooting,  and  as  a  result  lost  many 
chances  to  increase  the  score  which  ended  at  3  to  2. 

The  following  week  the  team  went  to  Penn  State  to  play  an  exhibition  game 
with  the  same  team  that  visited  Toronto  last  year,  and  which  they  defeated 
3  to  1.  However,  in  this  game  which  was  played  on  a  very  wet,  muddy  field  the 
\'arsity  men  could  not  get  their  combination  working  and  were  defeated  5  to  3. 
The  final  game  of  the  season  was  played  on  Nov.  10  at  Montreal  under 
much  the  same  conditions  as  existed  at  Penn  State,  and  \'arsity,  after  holding 
the  strong  McGill  team  to  a  1  all  score  to  within  two  minutes  of  the  end  of  the 
game,  lost  by  2  to  1.

One  of  the  Directorate's 
most  important  functions  is  that  of  encouraging  every  student  to  take 
part  in  at  least  one  of  the  many  branches  of  sports  which  are  fostered  at 
St.  Michael's,  for  it  is  realized  that  without  a  healthy  and  vigorous 
body  the  mind  is  incapable  of  reaching  its  maximum  development.

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Medical  Athletic  Association 


HK  executive  of  the  Medical  Athletic  Association  is  comprised  of  the 
president,  vice-president  and  secretary-treasurer  from  sixth,  fifth  and 
fourth  years  respectively  and  year  representatives  from  each  of  the 
junior  years.  In  addition  the  office  of  quartermaster  is  filled  by  ap- 
pointment of  the  executive.  The  administration  of  all  inter-year  and 
interfaculty  athletics  is  in  charge  of  the  executive,  as  also  is  the  granting 
of  the  Medical  Athletic  letter.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Medical  Athletic  Association 
to  foster  the  participation  of  as  many  students  as  possible  in  athletics.  The 
object,  first  and  foremost,  is  to  develop  the  individual  physically  and  to  give 
him  helpful  recreation.  To  this  purpose  the  executive  has  attempted  to  revive 
the  inter-year  competitions  which  have  played  so  great  a  part  formerly  in 
introducing  new  men  to  sports.  In  addition  this  brings  to  light  new  stars  and 
helps  to  improve  the  old  ones  so  that  the  position  of  the  Medical  teams  in  the 
Interfaculty  series  is  maintained.  This  year,  as  of  old,  Medicine  has  Cf)ntributed 
her  full  share  of  men  to  the  intercollegiate  teams,  and  it  is  the  object  of  the 
executive  to  encourage  men  as  much  as  possible  to  give  their  best  efforts  first 
and  foremost  to  the  University  teams.

After  a  very  close  fight  for  group  honours  the  Senior  Rugby  Team  was 
nosed  out  of  the  Mulock  Cup  series.  The  Juniors  fared  better  and  reached  the 
semi-finals  before  being  eliminated. 

The  Medical  crew  reached  the  semi-finals  in  the  Interfaculty  regatta. 

The  inter-year  basketball  was  won  by  second  year,  when  they  defeated  the 
strong  fourth  year  team  by  a  close  margin  in  the  finals.  Inter-year  hockey  has 
been  delayed  by  the  absence  of  ice. 

In  both  basketball  and  hockey  Meds  have  two  of  the  strongest  teams  that 
have  ever  represented  the  faculty,  and  it  is  hoped  that  at  least  one  of  them  will 
bring  a  championship  to  Medicine.

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Women's   Athletics 

HK  women  athletes  of  the  I'niversity  have  completed  another  most 
successful  year  under  the  guidance  of  the  Women's  Athletic  Directorate 
and  the  Club  Executives.  Directorate  members  for  1928-29  are: 
Dr.  C.  C.  Benson,  President;  Mrs.  E.  A.  Linell,  \'ice- President;  Miss 
A.  E.  M.  Parkes,  Secretary-Treasurer;  Mrs.  \V.  A.  I-  irkwood,  Dr.  Edith 
Gordon,  Miss  I.  G.  Coventry,  and  Mrs.  J.  D.  Williamson  as  faculty  and 
graduate  representatives;  and  Misses  Helen  Dore,  Phyllis  Howard,  Dorothy 
Ker,  Mary  Jackson  and  Dorothy  Langley  as  undergraduates.  The  Club  Presi- 
dents are:  Basketball,  Miss  Phyllis  Howard;  Hockey,  Miss  Gladys  Martin; 
Baseball,  Miss  Frances  Dale;  Tennis,  Miss  Norma  Bateman;  .Swimming,  Miss 
Mary  Grant. 

No  intercollegiate  tennis  was  played  this  year,  but  e.\cellent  faculty  and 
interfaculty  tournaments  were  run  off.  St.  Hilda's  pretty  nearly  swept  the  board, 
having  all  four  semi-finalists  and  producing  some  excellent  material.  Bea 
Symons,  a  freshie,  and  Margaret  Grout,  last  year's  champion,  played  a  most 
interesting  match  for  the  final,  with  the  superior  experience  of  the  champion 
carrying  her  through  to  a  win. 

The  basketball  this  year  throughout  the  I'niversity  was  of  an  exceptionally 
high  order.  There  were  nine  teams  in  the  interfaculty,  Occupational  Therapy 
entering  for  the  first  time  and  making  a  particularly  good  showing.  The  three 
group  winners  were  Junior  U.C.,  Senior  \'ic.  and  St.  Hilda's.  The  first  named, 
composed  almost  entirely  of  first  year  girls,  defeated  both  the  other  teams  in 
quite  convincing  fashion  and  are  certainly  worthy  champions.  The  coach  was 
Miss  Phyllis  Griffiths;  the  manager  and  assistant  coach,  Edith  Blackwell ;  and  the 
captain,  Wilma  Hazlitt. 

The  Senior  Intercollegiate  Basketball  team  had  one  of  the  most  successful 
years  on  record.  Miss  Phyllis  Oiffiths,  the  1928  coach,  was  reappointed,  but 
due  to  an  illness  at  Christmas  she  was  forced  to  resign  and  Miss  Marion  Forward, 
of  the  192(5  and  1927  teams,  took  over  on  short  notice.  The  calibre  of  basketball 
played  in  the  interfaculty  promised  well  for  the  intercollegiate,  but  only  one 
1928  regular  was  left  and  the  task  of  picking  a  team  and  working  up  combination 
in  so  short  a  time  was  a  great  one.  The  results  speak  for  themselves — in  the 
first  game  of  the  annual  tournament,  held  this  year  at  Montreal,  \arsity  defeated 
Queen's  58-25  while  W'estern  defeated  McGill  44-37.  In  the  finals  next  day, 
Toronto  simply  walked  away  from  Western,  52-19,  and  proved  in  convincing 
fashion  that  they  are  the  best  team  in  the  League.  The  previous  high  score  in 
the  tournaments  was  a  35  for  Toronto  against  Queen's  in  192(i,  so  that  the  scoring 
ability  of  the  team  may  be  judged.  The  regulars  were:  Wilma  Hazlitt,  U.C.  '32, 
Captain;  Eleanor  Sedgewick,  Vic.  '31 ;  Louise  Crouch,  U.C.  '32;  Betty  Thomas, 
U.C. '32;  Dorothy  Ker,  \ic. '29;  Honor  Tett,  U.C. '30;  the  substitutes,  Beatrice 
Symons,  Trin.  '32;  Alice  Muckle,  \ic.  '29;  and  Edith  Peake,  U.C.  '30;  and  the 
most  efficient  manager,  Phyllis  Howard,  U.C.  '29.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  four 
out  of  nine  are  freshmen  and  only  one  player  had  previous  senior  experience,  so 
that  the  prospects  for  the  next  few  years  are  very  bright. 

The  City  League  Schedule  has  not  yet  been  completed,  but  X'arsity  lost  the 
first  game  to  Margaret  Eaton  by  only  one  point.  The  Second  Team,  under  the 
coaching  of  Miss  Griffiths,  is  coming  along  well  in  the  City  League  and  promises 
to  make  any  team  step  to  defeat  it. 
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Hockey  was  another  sport  which  showed  a  revival  of  interest  and  the  benefit 
of  new  blood.  The  Intercollegiate  team  lost  its  defence  and  all  three  subs,  by 
t;radiiati()n,  but  was  fortunate  to  retain  its  pjoalie  and  captain,  Pat  Tilston, 
Trin.  '30,  and  the  entire  forward  line  of  Norma  Bateman,  \'ic.  '30,  Helen  Hilliard, 
\'ic.  '30,  and  Dot  Langley.  Trin.  '30.  The  interfaculty  series  did  its  bit  by 
producing  three  strong  players  in  Adele  Statten,  U.C.  '31,  Gladys  Martin,  Trin. 
'30  and  I^ot  James,  Med.  '33,  and  the  freshman  year  offered  a  brilliant  defence 
star,  Frances  Crooks,  Trin.  '32.  lender  the  coaching  of  Bill  Dewar,  Dents  '30, 
and  the  management  of  Mary  Gardner,  St.  M.'s  '31,  \'arsity  once  more  won  the 
coveted  Beattie  Ramsay  trophy.  The  first  of  the  home-and-home  games  with 
Queen's  resulted  in  a  1-1  tie,  y)ut  the  return  game  in  Kingston  a  week  later 
proved  the  real  ability  of  the  team  with  a  3-0  score  for  \'arsity. 

The  interfaculty  series  was  again  a  hard-fought  affair  which  made  up  in 
enthusiasm  for  what  was  lacking  in  skill.  At  the  time  of  writing  V.C.  has  won 
its  group,  while  St.  Hilda's,  \'ic.  I,  and  Meds.  are  tied  in  the  other  group.  Lack  of 
ice  has  delaj-ed  the  play-offs. 

Indoor  baseball  is  the  only  sport  which  has  not  had  a  banner  year — largely 
due  to  the  lack  of  gymnasium  facilities.  \'ic.  won  out  again  with  a  strong  team, 
but  there  were  fewer  teams  in  the  series  than  usual,  and  the  baseball  played  was 
not  quite  up  to  standard. 

The  annual  interfaculty  swimming  meet  takes  place  on  March  20  in  the 
Hart  House  pool.  This  is  always  the  best  attended  and  perhaps  the  most  suc- 
ful  of  all  the  women's  events.  University  College  has  dominated  swimming  as 
long  as  there  has  been  competition,  but  the  other  colleges  are  awake  at  last,  and 
\'ic.,  St.  Hilda's  and  Meds.,  as  well  as  U.C.,  have  each  held  a  special  meet  for 
their  own  girls.  An  innovation  this  year  was  the  setting  aside  of  Monday  nights 
for  the  separate  teams  to  practice  and  great  things  are  expected  at  the  Hart 
House  meet.  Margot  Macdonald,  the  1928  champion,  is  back  and  in  great 
form,  as  is  Sophie  Goode,  the  Canadian  long  plunge  record  holder. 

More  and  more  the  needs  of  an  athletic  building  for  women  is  apparent 
and  every  sport,  except  hockey,  and  the  physical  training  work  as  well  must 
suffer  until  adequate  accommodation  is  available.  Thanks  to  the  generosity 
of  the  men's  Directorate,  the  hockey  team  is  well  provided  for  at  the  Arena,  and 
the  basketball  finals  and  swimming  meet  are  held  at  Hart  House,  and  the  Women's 
Directorate  and  the  athletes  are  correspondingly  grateful.

■^  HK  Joint  Kxecutive  Students'  Administrative  Councils"  is  the  lengthy 
title  of  the  body  which  administers  all  affairs  affecting  the  student  body 
as  a  whole.  During  the  war  the  women  had  had  to  carry  on  the  various 
University  activities,  and  it  was  felt  that  they  should  continue  to  take 
their  part  with  the  men  in  the  responsibilities  of  undergraduate  life. 
Thus  in  1919  the  executives  of  the  Men's  and  Women's  Councils  became 
the  Joint  Executive  S.A.C.  and  have  carried  on  ever  since,  with  the  addition 
last  year  of  two  staff  members  appointed  by  the  President. 

In  the  beginning  this  body  sponsored  the  publishing  of  "The  \'arsity," 
ToRONTONENSis  and  a  "Students'  Directory"  (now  "The  Handbook"),  and 
showed  little  interest  in  other  matters.  Gradually,  however,  the  field  has 
widened  to  include  all  manner  of  activities.  The  formation  of  the  N.F.C.U.S. 
has  increased  the  work  of  the  Joint  Executive.  Debates,  tours  and  conferences 
of  various  kinds  have  been  organized  and  have  required  the  expenditure  of 
much  time  and  energy  on  the  part  of  the  entertaining  universities.  The  Executive 
has  also  for  some  years  handled  the  sale  and  manufacture  of  the  l^niversity 
Crest  rings  and  pins,  and  this  year  is  adding  the  University  blazer  and  crest  to 
its  responsibilities. 

Due  to  various  causes,  a  very  large  debt  accumulated  during  the  years 
1920-26,  and  for  the  past  three  years  the  Joint  Executive  has  curtailed  ex- 
penditures and  made  readjustments  of  different  kinds  in  order  to  clear  off  this 
debt  as  soon  as  possible.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  (Governors  this 
was  accomplished  by  Christmas  1928,  and  any  surplus  now  accumulated  will 
be  devoted  to  the  establishment  of  a  fund  to  care  for  the  contingent  liability  on 

TOKOXTONENSIS. 

This  has  been  a  most  stormy  year  for  the  Joint  Executive,  owing  largely 
to  "The  X'arsity"  and  all  its  works.  The  troubles  have  fortunately  all  come  from 
the  outside,  and  the  utmost  harmony  has  prevailed  in  the  ranks  of  the  Executive 
during  this  very  difficult  period.  "More  and  later  meetings"  has  been  the 
slogan,  but  the  members  have  given  faithful  service  even  into  the  small  hours 
of  the  night,  when  "Special  Bulletins"  and  under-staffed  issues  of  "The  X'arsity" 
were  to  be  published.  When  it  is  considered  that  these  students  are  also  the 
chief  executive  officers  in  their  own  faculties  and  colleges,  their  sacrifice  of  time 
and  energy  cannot  be  too  much  appreciated.

Men's  Students'  Administrative  Council 
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HK  Men  Students'  Administrative  Council,  as  it  now  exists,  was  re- 
organized in  1914  and  has  since  continued  to  serve  as  the  representative 
of  the  male  undergraduate  body.  Its  duties  are  to  act  on  behalf  of  the 
latter  on  public  occasions,  to  supervise  the  general  business  of,  and  the 
order  among  the  male  students  of  the  Unixersity. 

The  Council,  in  conjunction  with  various  other  bodies,  sponsors  an 
active  programme  of  debating,  athletics  and  interfaculty  and  inter-University 
activities.  This  year  the  National  Federation  of  Canadian  University  Students 
and  two  American  universities  have  sent  debating  teams  to  meet  the  I'niversity 
of  Toronto. 

The  (  ouncil  is  composed  of  some  thirty-four  representatives  of  the  various 
colleges  and  faculties,  the  heads  of  the  governing  bodies  in  those  faculties,  and 
of  the  Student  Christian  Movement,  the  Kditor-in-("hief  of  "The  X'arsity,"  a 
representative  from  the  Athletic  Association,  the  President  and  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  is  a  graduate  of  the  University,  as  is  the 
President  also,  the  former  being  nominated  by  the  Men  Students'  Administrative 
Council  or  the  Joint  Executive,  the  latter  chosen  directly  by  the  Men's  Council. 
The  Secretary-Treasurer  is  the  only  paid  official  on  the  Council  and  he,  by 
virtue  of  his  office,  is  also  Business  Manager  of  "The  X'arsity,"  Toroxtonensis 
and  the  Students'  Handbook. 

The  officers  of  the  Council  consist  of  the  President,  the  Secretary-Treasurer, 
a  \'ice-President,  who  is  also  the  representative  of  the  University  of  Toronto  on 
the  Council  of  the  National  Federation  of  Canadian  University  Students,  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Students'  Court,  of  the  Debates  (  ommittee,  of  the  Advisory 
Board  of  Student  Publications  and  of  representatives  to  the  Finance  Committee, 
the  Athletic  Association  and  the  Board  of  Stewards  of  Hart  House.  The  officers 
of  the  Men's  Council,  with  the  officers  of  the  Women's  Council  form  the  Joint 
Executive. 

This  year  has  also  been  marked,  as  far  as  the  activities  of  the  Council  are 
concerned,  by  the  X'arsity  controversy  and  the  perennial  blazer  question.  With 
regard  to  each  of  these  the  Council  took  action,  and  by  its  work  as  a  body  or 
through  its  Executive  made  possible  the  solution  of  these  problems.

Women   Students'    Administrative    Council 


HE  Women  Students'  Administrative  Council  was  brought  into  being 
in  the  spring  of  19]()  after  a  year  of  organization  and  constitution 
making.  The  formation  of  a  Council  to  centralize  the  activities  of  the 
women  of  the  Cni\'ersity  as  a  whole  was  found  to  be  a  necessity  during 
the  war  years,  when  the  various  patriotic  endeavours  began  to  overlap 
and  each  college  was  hampered  by  the  lack  of  co-operation.  Until 
that  time  the  women  of  the  University  had  always  carried  on  all  activities  except 
interfaculty  athletics  entirely  in  the  individual  colleges  and  faculties,  and  the 
linking  of  all  interests  in  one  body  immediately  made  the  women  a  force  in 
undergraduate  activities  as  they  had  never  been  before. 

The  Council  is  composed  of  representatives  from  the  women  undergraduates' 
societies  of  all  colleges  and  faculties.  There  are  seventeen  seats  on  the  Council, 
each  college  or  faculty  having  representation  more  or  less  according  to  size. 
The  presidents  of  the  undergraduate  societies  in  I'niversity  College,  \  ictoria 
College,  Trinity  College,  St.  Michael's  College  and  a  Senior  representative 
from  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  with  the  C^eneral  Secretary-Treasurer,  who  is  a 
graduate  nominated  by  the  Council  and  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Governors, 
make  up  the  Executive  and  are  the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Executive  of 
the  two  Councils.  The  other  faculties  and  departments  represented  are:  O.C.E., 
Social  Service,  Dentistry  and  Public  Health  Nursing. 

The  offices  rotate  among  the  colleges  each  year,  commencing  with  the 
presidency  in  l^niversity  College  in  191(i.  Miss  Marion  Johnston,  St.  Hilda's, 
is  this  year's  President,  and  Miss  Muriel  Smith,  St.  Michael's,  \'ice-President. 

The  Council  is  responsiljle  for  an\-  all-university  undertakings  which  may 
develop  during  the  year,  such  as  this  year's  tag  day  for  the  University  Settle- 
ment, etc.,  and  in  addition  a  free  book  exchange  for  women  students  is  main- 
tained, and  tickets  for  the  women's  section  at  games,  debates,  concerts,  etc., 
are  handled  by  the  Council  office.  Since  1918  the  women  have  taken  joint 
responsibility  with  the  men  in  the  publication  of  "The  \'arsity,"  Toroxtonensis 
and  "The  handbook,"  and  in  all  other  matters  in  which  the  interests  of  both 
men  and  women  are  involved.

Junior  V.C  was 
successful  in  winning  the  water  polo  championship,  and  the  Juniors  also  went 
through  to  the  finals  in  hockey.  We  may  all  feel  justly  proud  of  the  showing  of 
these  teams. 

The  social  side  of  the  college  activities,  starting  with  the  Soph-Frosh  banquet 
in  the  fall  and  ending  with  the  Arts  Ball,  the  premier  dance  in  the  I'niversity, 
was  brilliant  throughout  and  unequalled  by  any  of  the  other  faculties.

N  a  resume  of  the  Lit.  the  first  thought  that  comes  to  mind  is  that 
this  society  is  very  old  as  l^niversity  institutions  go.

At  the  regular  meetings  on  F"riday 
evenings  the  Common  Room  is  the  scene  of  Party  debates  under  the  Parlia- 
mentary system,  with  due  attention  to  ceremony  and  traditional  usage,  l^pon 
defeat  in  two  successive  party  debates  the  Council  of  nine  members  goes  out  of 
office.  It  is  succeeded  by  the  otificial  Opposition  of  five  members,  with  the 
necessary  additions,  who  then  form  the  "Government".  The  Council  has  full 
executive  authority  and  arranges  the  Oratorical  Contest  each  year  and  other 
entertainments.  Lately  the  combined  debates  with  the  St.  Hilda's  Literary 
.Society  have  met  with  encouraging  approval  and  not  being  partisan  the  debates 
allow  all  members  free  discussion  upon  which  ever  side  they  choose.  The  Con- 
versazione is  held  annually  under  the  supervision  of  a  special  committee,  which 
each  vear  has  earned  the  commendation  of  the  members.

ROMINENT  among  the  many  university  organizations  devf)ted  to 
student  self-government  stands  the  Students'  Administrati\e  Council 
of  St.  Michael's  College.  This  body  has  charge  of  the  majority  of 
undergraduate  activities  about  the  College,  and  all  other  executive  bodies 
are  directly  responsible  to  it.  It  is  composed  of  the  presidents  of  the 
four  years  plus  the  vice-president  of  the  senior  year.  The  senior  presi- 
dent is  ex-officio  President  of  the  Council,  the  senior  vice-president  is  likwisee 
Vice-President  of  the  Council,  and  the  third  year  councillor  is  secretary. 

One  of  the  first  duties  which  the  S.A.C.  find  themselves  called  upon  to 
perform  is  that  of  welcoming  (?)  the  frosh.  This  year  they  were  presented  with 
colourful  neckgear  at  the  outset,  and  later  officially  welcomed  at  the  annual 
reception. 

In  December  the  rugby  players  of  the  school  were  feted  at  a  special  dinner 
in  the  Carls-Rite,  and  shortly  after  the  Christmas  vacation  the  annual  Arts 
Banquet  was  held  in  the  College  Dining  Kail. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  the  annual  competition  for  the  Harris  Gold 
Medal  for  oratory  was  conducted,  and  one  of  the  final  acts  of  this  year's  .Students' 
Council  was  to  hold  the  annual  elections  of  class  executives  from  whom  their 
successors  of  next  year  will  be  chosen. 

Besides  their  activities  as  a  unit  each  member  of  the  Student  Council  is  an 
active  worker  in  the  affairs  of  his  own  class.  .Annual  class  parties  are  an  in- 
stitution around  .St.  Michael's  and  they  are  generally  the  work  of  an  enterprising 
year  president. 

Student  self-government  is  an  interesting  experiment.  Unquestionably  it 
should  prove  a  valuable  training  ground  for  future  leaders  of  political  and 
executive  bodies.  Already  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  many  a  prominent 
executive  leader  has  gleaned  his  first  lessons  in  efficient  and  tactful  management 
in  St.  Michael's  .Students'  Council. 
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The    Engineering   Society 


r|HE  Hngineering  Society  is  one  of  the  few  student  organizations  entirely 
in  the  hands  of  the  undergraduate  body.  It  came  into  being  on  February 
Kith,  I880.  During  the  first  years  of  its  existence  its  President  was 
the  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  In  1888,  however,  the  Constitution  was  so 
modified  that  the  Fxecutive  was  chosen  entirely  from  the  student  bodv. 


This  system  has  been  continued  to  the  present  time. 

By  virtue  of  a  fee  collected  at  time  of  registration  every  undergraduate  of 
the  ?chooI  automatically  becomes  a  member  of  the  Kngineering  Society.  The 
affairs  of  the  -Society  are  administered  by  its  PIxecutive,  which,  according  to 
constitution,  consists  of  President,  First  and  Second  \'ice-Presidents,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  who  are  the  officers  of  the  Society,  together  with  the  four  Year 
Presidents  and  the  Chairmen  of  eight  federated  and  affiliated  clubs,  the  President 
of  the  Athletic  Association  and  the  Director  of  Publications  and  Publicity. 

The  President  presides  at  open  Kngineering  Societ>-  meetings,  in  addition 
to  which  he  is  the  mouthpiece  of  the  Society.  The  F"irst  \'ice-President  is  directly 
responsible  for  the  social  activities  of  the  Society.  On  him  devolves  the  chair- 
manship and  the  selection  of  the  committees  which  organize  the  Annual  School 
Dinner  and  the  Annual  School  At-Home.  The  Second  \'jce-President  is  the 
manager  of  the  Supply  Store,  which  is  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  Society. 
This  store  handles  all  necessary  commodities  for  academic  life,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  text-books. 

The  Society  sponsors  two  publications,  the  annual  "Transactions  and 
Year  Book,"  which  is  published  in  the  spring,  and  that  wonderful  moulder  of 
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thought,  "Toike  Dike,"  a  small  paper  issued  from  time  to  time  as  the  occasion 
demands. 

The  function  of  the  Year  Executives,  under  the  guidance  of  their  respective 
Presidents,  is  largely  social. 

The  indix'idual  clubs,  and  the  Society  as  a  whole,  each  contribute  to  the 
technical  side  of  the  year's  activities.  The  Society,  through  its  bi-monthly 
meetings  at  which  the  undergraduates  are  addressed  b\'  leading  men  in  engineer- 
ing matters,  endeavours  to  further  stimulate  Interest  In  recent  technical  develop- 
ments. Each  club  holds  meetings,  dinners,  and  smokers,  at  which  addresses 
are  given  in  connection  with  that  branch  of  engineering  in  which  the\"  are  most 
interested. 

The  Society,  through  the  President  of  the  Athletic  Association,  takes  care 
of  all  the  athletic  pursuits  of  the  school,  and  sponsors  representative  teams  in 
everv  branch  of  interfaculty  sport.  The  Society,  in  addition,  co-operates  with 
the  Students'  Christian  Association  of  the  University,  which  is  considered  to  be 
one  of  the  most  powerful  organizations  of  its  kind  in  an\-  university. 

Brieflv,  the  Engineering  Society  Is  Interested,  and  makes  its  influence  felt  In 
everv  branch  of  student  endeavour,  and  where  it  is  possible,  co-operates  with 
similar  organizations  in  other  faculties  to  further  the  best  interests  of  the  I'ni- 
versitv  as  a  whole. 
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The    Medical   Society 


[J,  undergraduates  in  Medicine  are  members  of  the  Medical  Society, 
the  executive  of  which  is  elected  each  February.  Although  the  Society 
had  a  humble  origin  back  in  1895,  it  has  grown  tremendously  and 
greatly  altered  its  scope  in  the  intervening  years.  At  the  present  time 
it  is  an  organization  over  seven  hundred  strong,  whose  business  is 
carried  on  by  a  strong  executive.  Those  elected  to  the  executive  are: 
president,  vice-president,  secretary-treasurer  and  assistant.  The  president  of 
the  Medical  Athletic  Society,  and  the  presidents  of  the  various  years,  are  also 
members,  while  the  musical  director,  the  chairman  of  the  Daffydil  Committee, 
the  editor  of  the  Medical  Journal  and  the   larsity  Reporter  are  appointees. 

Primarily  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  executive  to  promote  close  co-operation 
between  staff  and  students  and  to  provide  educational  meetings  that  may  serve 
to  draw  the  different  classes  together  in  common  extra-mural  interests.  Not  the 
least  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  executive  is  the  publication  of  the  Undergraduate 
Medical  Journal,  which  serves  as  a  medium  of  student  expression  on  medical 
topics  and  reflects  modern  medical  beliefs  at  this  University. 

Secondarily  come  certain  traditional  social  affairs,  for  which  the  Medical 
Society  Executive  arranges.  These  include  Medical  At-Home,  Daffydil  and 
various  Dollar  Dances.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  Medical  Society  operates 
a  student  insurance  fund,  for  the  benefit  of  members  taken  sick  and  requiring 
hospital  care  during  the  academic  year.

The    Foresters'    Club 

HE  Foresters'  Club,  the  official  organ  of  the  Faculty,  was  founded  in 
1909.  Its  aims  and  purposes  are  to  govern  the  non-athletic  student 
activities,  to  promote  co-operation  between  staff  and  student,  graduate 
and  undergraduate,  and  to  supplement  the  technical  education  of  its 
members.  To  these  ends  men  prominent  in  the  Forestry  profession 
or  its  allied  sciences  are  procured  for  the  semi-monthly  meetings.     In 

this  manner  subjects  which  could  not  be  included  in  the  curriculum  are  brought 

before  the  members  for  consideration  and  discussion. 

The  first  social  event  of  the  year.  Stunt  Night,  with  its  unique  and  rigidly 
enforced  tradition  which  compels  all  the  men  to  wear  "bush  clothes"  was  a 
highly  successful  afTair.  The  more  formal  At-Home  held  in  Hart  House  during 
the  winter  term  left  no  cause  for  complaints,  while  at  the  Annual  Banquet 
graduates  and  undergraduates  met  in  goodly  numbers  to  hear  Canon  Cody 
speak  on  "Canada",  and  listen  to  short  addresses  by  Hon.  Mr.  Finlayson 
Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests,  and  the  Warden,  Mr.  Bickersteth. 

Forestry  athletics  are  capably  controlled  by  its  Athletic  Association.  Teams 
are  entered  in  the  interfaculty  rugby,  hockey,  and  basketball  leagues,  and 
although  championships  seem  always  to  elude  their  grasp,  Forestry  believes  that 
they  have  no  reason  to  be  ashamed  of  their  showing. 

And  the  graduating  year,  going  forth  to  their  several  ways,  entertain, 
among  their  most  pleasant  memories,  recollections  of  the  Club  and  its  associations 
and  hearty  and  sincere  are  their  wishes  for  its  future  success. 
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Students'  Parliament  of  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry 


HK  Students'  Parliament  is  the  medium  through  which  the  under- 
graduates of  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry  are  represented  in  social,  athletic 
and  other  activities  of  the  I'niversity  and  Dental  profession.  Every 
undergraduate  is  a  member  and  pays  an  annual  fee.

Emmanuel    College   Students'    Society 

ITH  the  necessary  legislation  passed  by  the  Provincial  Parliament  in 
the  spring,  Emmanuel  College  came  into  being  as  the  Theological  College 
of  X'ictoria  University.  Emmanuel  continues  the  work  that  was  formerly 
done  by  Knox  on  the  Presbyterian  side  and  Victoria  Faculty  of  Theology 
on  the  Methodist  side  before  the  Ifnited  Church  of  Canada  became  an 
accomplished  fact.  Although  legally  united  in  1928,  the  union  took 
place  in  reality  at  the  commencement  of  the  academic  year  1927-28,  when  the 
two  student  bodies  were  brought  together  under  the  temporary  name  of  Union 
Theological  College  and  Victoria  l^niversity  Faculty  of  Theology. 

The  students  of  Emmanuel  College  for  the  commencement  of  the  present 
session  organized  the  Emmanuel  College  Students'  Society  and  the  Residence 
Committee  for  administrative  purposes.  Membership  is  open  to  all  church 
students  whether  in  Arts  or  Theology.  An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of 
the  officers  of  the  Society  and  the  Chairmen  of  two  Student  Committees — 
Missionary  and  Worship  and  Athletics — meets  regularly  to  direct  and  co-ordinate 
the  spiritual,  social  and  athletic  life  of  the  College.  The  Residence  Committee, 
with  the  Dean  of  Residences  as  Chairman,  directs  all  residence  activities  and  is 
directly  responsible  to  the  College  Council. 

Without  a  building  the  new  PZmmanuel  College  has  been  handicapped  in 
many  directions.

HE  Students'  Administrative  Council  of  the  Ontario  X'eterinary  College 

is  the  executive  head  of  the  student  body.     It  is  composed  of  eleven 

members,   three  of  which   are  representatives  from   the  Senior  Year, 

three  from  the  Junior,  three  from  the  Sophomore,  and  two  from  the 

Freshman.     Its  officers  constitute  a  president,  who  is  a  Senior  Year 

representative,  a  vice-president,  secretary  and  treasurer. 

Meetings  of  the  Council  are  held  every  two  weeks,  at  which  time  all  matters 

appertaining  to  student  activities  are  discussed  and  decided  upon.    The  Council 

is  able  to  veto  or  sanction  any  movement  brought  before  it  by  members  of  the 

student  body,  as  it  has  full  power  to  act  on  all  such  matters. 

Any  dissension  existing  within  the  student  organizations  is  brought  before 
the  Students'  Council,  the  decision  of  which  is  final.  Student  activities  are 
governed  by  the  Council,  none  taking  place  without  its  ratification. 

All  athletics  are  controlled  by  this  board  of  student  officials,  which  furnishes 
full  equipment  for  every  branch  of  sport.  Athletic  fees  are  paid  to  the  Council 
annually,  which  are  to  be  used,  at  its  discretion,  in  a  manner  most  advantageous 
to  the  student  body. 

Such  a  governing  body  is  absolutely  essential  to  student  life,  as  it  stands 
for  co-operation  and  rigid  discipline  among  the  students.  Without  the  existence 
of  this  organization  it  would  be  difficult  to  handle  matters  of  paramount  con- 
sequence relative  to  the  academic  life  of  every  student.

Despite  rumours  and  press  reports  to  the  contrary,  the  Fabius  Club  is  not 
a  communistic  body.  We  have  received  no  money  from  Moscow  to  further 
our  programme.  Nor  has  our  treasurer  spent  any  of  the  Club's  funds  for  red 
flags  to  grace  our  platforms.     In  fact,  some  of  us  are  not  even  socialists. 

Having  told  the  bitter  truth  as  to  what  we  afe  not,  might  we  enlighten  you 
as  to  what  we  are?  In  the  words  of  the  constitution — reproduced  here  because 
the  executive  fears  that  this  document  will  probably  suffer  the  fate  of  its  species 
and  be  lost  to  future  years.  "The  aim  of  this  Club  shall  be  to  provide  avenues 
for  student  discussion  of  current,  economic  and  social  problems."  \'ague,  we 
grant  you,  but  this  we  believe  to  be  its  chief  merit.  To  put  it  in  more  precise 
words,  we  are  a  group  of  students,  not  content  with  the  workings  of  the  present 
industrial  system  and  anxious  to  discover  how  it  can  be  improved.  If  this  be 
Bolshevism,  then  we  hope  all  thinking  Canadians  are  Bolshevists. 

The  membership  is  closed;  prospective  vacancies  being  filled  each  spring 
by  election.  At  present  some  forty-five  men  and  women  (nearly  all  in  the  upper 
years)  comprise  the  membership,  but  this  number  will  be  gradually  reduced  to 
about  one-half  by  graduations. 

This,  its  first  short  year  of  existence,  has  proven  fruitful.  As  to  what  lies 
before  us — who  can  say?  We  believe  that  the  Fabius  Club  is  filling  a  definite 
want,  in  a  manner  in  which  no  other  organization  is.  Hence  we  look  to  the 
future  with  every  hope  and  confidence.

\K  of  the  unique  organizations  of  the  I'niversity  is  the  (lerman  Club, 
which  was  founded  some  years  ago,  as  a  separate  unit.  Up  to  that 
time  it  had  no  independent  existence,  but  was  none  the  less  an  im- 
portant element  in  the  more  comprehensive  Modern  Languages  Society. 
The  war-time  antagonism  for  most  things  designated  as  German  was 
not  sufficient  to  exterminate  the  Club,  which  since  those  distant  days 
has  had  an  ever-increasing  sphere  of  influence. 

The  aim  of  the  German  Study  Club  is  almost  sufficiently  indicated  in  the 
name.  Its  constant  wish  is  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  character 
and  achievements  of  the  German  nation,  in  art,  letters,  music,  science  and 
politics.  Incidentally  its  meetings  are  intended  to  be  quite  sociable,  and  are 
really  devoted  as  much  to  pleasure  as  to  the  pursuit  of  knowledge.  The  oppor- 
tunity of  speaking  to  those  conversant  in  German  is  of  equal  importance  with 
that  of  hearing  it  in  lectures  and  plays. 

The  Club  is  in  the  habit  of  giving  several  plays  in  the  course  of  the  ordinary 
year,  some  of  which  are  acted  in  costume  and  the  others  read  at  the  regular 
meetings.  This  interest  in  theatricals  is  an  excellent  stimulant  to  those  who  are 
willing  to  participate,  and  serves  a  useful  purpose  in  familiarizing  students  with 
the  German  drama,  even  though  the  actors'  ambitions  are  of  necessity  limited 
to  light  comedy  in  most  cases.  But  the  possibility  of  branching  out  is  always 
there:  with  more  time  and  interest  devoted  to  this  department  by  students  of 
the  University  the  results  will  be  more  and  more  considerable. 

The  Club  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  an  occasional  German  to  address 
the  members  on  some  interesting  aspect  of  the  X'aterland  or  even  of  another 
European  country.  These  speakers  have  been  much  appreciated  in  the  past, 
and  will,  we  hope,  continue  to  grant  us  their  assistance. 

As  one  of  the  links  with  the  civilization  of  old  Europe  we  consider  the 
German  Club  a  significant  organization.  It  has  passed  the  necessity  of  justifying 
its  existence,  and  has  become  a  real  institution  in  Universitv  life.

OME  years  ago,  when  the  Modern  Languages  Club  deemed  it  expedient 
to  disband,  various  societies  were  formed  by  those  interested  in  some 
particular  branch  of  Moderns.  Consequently  the  Italian-Spanish  Club 
came  into  existence,  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Italian  and 
Spanish,  meeting  with  immediate  success.

The    Macdonald-Cartier   Club 


HE  MacDonald-Cartier  Club,  the  Liberal-Conservative  Club  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  was  founded  a  number  of  years  ago  by  the  late 
Maurice  Cody.  It  stands  for  principles  which,  as  its  name  would 
indicate,  have  united  the  whole  Canadian  people  in  the  cf)nstructive 
work  of  progress,  and  will  again  do  so. 

The  MacDonald-Cartier  Club  has  taken  a  large  part  in  the  uni- 
versity life  of  many  recent  graduates  and  undergraduates,  for  the  reason  that 
it  gives  scope  to  creative  ability,  besides  being  a  meeting  ground  for  those 
drawn  from  every  faculty.

University   of  Toronto   Menorah   Society 

HE  University  of  Toronto  Menorah  Society  was  founded  in  the  year 
191(j,  practically  absorbing  the  Toronto  Hebrew  Students'  Association, 
which  had  been  organized  some  years  previous.  It  is  the  local  chapter 
of  the  Intercollegiate  Menorah  Association,  founded,  as  the  Menorah 
crest  indicates,  "For  the  study  and  advancement  of  Jewish  culture  and 
ideals,"  and  except  for  a  few  social  functions  all  efforts  of  Menorah  are 
bent  in  this  direction. 

The  Menorah  Society  furthers  its  purpose  through  study  circles  which  meet 
under  capable  leaders,  through  lectures  on  relevant  subjects  by  authoritative 
lecturers,  through  debates,  both  local  and  intercollegiate,  and  through  "The 
Menorah  Mentor,"  a  magazine  published  locally  by  the  members  of  the  Society. 
It  endeavours  to  promote  open-minded  discussion  of  Jewish  life  and  thought, 
past,  present  and  future,  that  its  members  may  arrive  at  intelligent  opiinions 
and  convictions,  and  may  be  prepared  for  intelligent  participation  in  the  solution 
of  Jewish  problems,  although  no  particular  point  of  view,  whatever,  is  imposed. 
It  maintains  a  splendid  section  at  the  University  Library  and  makes  available 
to  its  members  the  "Menorah  Journal,"  a  cultural  magazine  of  the  highest  type. 
And  through  its  efforts,  the  Menorah  Prize,  the  gift  of  B.  M.  Greene,  Ksq.,  is 
offered  for  competition  to  all  undergraduates. 

The  literary  programme,  this  session,  following  the  form  adopted  last  year, 
has  consisted  of  alternating  "open"  and  "closed"  meetings,  at  fortnightly  inter- 
vals. The  open  meetings,  open  to  all  undergraduates,  graduates,  and  the  public 
in  general,  have  been  occupied  with  lecturers  of  sufficient  merit.  The  closed 
meetings,  available  to  undergraduates  and  graduates  only,  have  taken  the  form 
of  debates,  Hart  House  style,  upon  subjects  of  Jewish  interest.  In  addition  the 
members  are  staging  a  play,  which  will  be  accompanied  by  a  lecture  on  Jewish 
drama.  Then  there  is  the  annual  debate  with  McGill,  the  victors,  being  awarded 
the  "Bennett  Cup,"  won  last  year  by  Toronto.  Of  course,  there  is  sufficient 
social  activity,  the  smoker,  teas,  soiree  and  dance,  being  annual  events.

lEWMAN  CLUB,  a  clul)  for  Catholic  students  in  attendance  at  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  other  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  city,  was 
founded  by  His  Grace  Archbishop  McNeill,  D.D.,  in  1913.  The  idea 
back  of  the  Newman  Club,  to  provide  for  the  spiritual,  intellectual  and 
social  needs  of  Catholic  students,  both  men  and  women,  had  proved  its 
value  in  several  American  Universities  some  years  before  its  inception 
in  Toronto. 

Beginning  with  a  small  membership  and  a  nifidest  clul)  house,  the  idea 
immediately  showed  its  value  by  filling  a  great  need.  \o  better  demonstration 
of  its  worth  could  be  found  than  the  rapid  expansion  which  necessitated  a  move 
into  a  larger  house.  Here  in  Toronto  we  have  a  building  of  which  we  are  justi- 
fiably proud.  It  is  probably  unexcelled  by  any  institution  of  its  kind.  The 
Gothic  chapel,  recently  completed,  is  one  of  the  architectural  beauties  of  the 
locality.  The  chapel  represents  the  culmination  of  years  of  work  by  successive 
executives,  the  unflagging  enthusiasm  of  the  Paulist  chaplains,  and  the  generous 
interest  of  many  prominent  C  atholics  in  the  city. 

The  spiritual  life  of  the  student  is  well  directed  by  the  resident  chaplain 
through  the  frecjuent  religious  exercises  which  are  conducted  during  the  academic 
year.  The  intellectual  interests  are  fostered  by  debates,  public  speaking  contests, 
dramatics,  and  addresses  from  members  of  the  University  staff.  The  social  life 
of  the  Club  is  one  of  its  most  pleasing  features.  Dances,  teas,  smokers  and  other 
soirees  take  place  with  agreeable  frequency,  giving  the  members  an  opportunity 
for  congenial  associations  which  they  would  not  otherwise  obtain. 

This  year  the  Club  has  enjoyed  one  of  its  best  years.  An  energetic  and 
capable  executive  has  worked  with  an  enthusiastic  membership  to  ensure  the 
success  of  every  undertaking.

The    Polity    Club 


HE  Polity  Clul)  is  one  of  the  few  women's  organizations  which  inckides 
members  from  the  different  Arts  Colleges  within  the  University. 
Sponsored  by  Miss  Margery  Reid  of  the  History  Department,  it  came 
into  being  in  the  winter  of  1923-1924,  to  give  to  women  the  opportunity 
of  discussing  current  economical  and  political  issues.  Originally  it  was 
an  invitation  group,  restricted  to  members  of  the  third  and  fourth  years,  but  it 
has  since  been  opened  to  all  years,  still  with  a  definite  membership  limit. 

The  meetings,  held  every  other  Wednesday  evening,  in  one  of  the  colleges, 
usually  are  in  the  nature  of  a  discussion,  initiated  by  two  formal  papers.  Once 
a  year  an  outside  speaker,  frequently  an  authority  on  a  current  question,  ad- 
dresses an  open  meeting.  This  year  the  topics  discussed  have  included:  The 
British  Ceneral  Election,  Social  Insurance,  the  St.  Lawrence  Waterways,  Self- 
government  in  India;  and  Professor  W.  P.  M.  Kennedy  spoke  to  the  Club  on 
the  national  status  of  married  women. 

The  executive  is  composed  of  one  member  from  each  college  or  faculty 
represented  in  the  Club.

The   Student   Christian   Association 


HE  Student  Christian  Association  of  the  University  of  Toronto  is  a 
fellowship  of  students  of  all  colleges  and  faculties  in  the  University 
who  are  drawn  together  by  a  common  desire  not  only  to  maintain 
and  develop  their  religious  life  during  their  undergraduate  career,  but 
also  to  investigate  and  discuss  the  intellectual  and  practical  problems 
of  Christianity.  It  is,  accordingly,  open  to  any  undergraduate  who  is 
at  all  interested  in  religion  or  in  questions  related  to  it.  No  confession  of  faith 
is  asked  for;  not  the  least  part  of  the  value  of  the  Association  being  the  oppor- 
tunity it  affords  to  individuals  of  searching  for  Truth  in  company  with  others 
engaged  in  the  same  task.  To  this  end,  one  of  the  main  activities  of  the  Associa- 
tion is  the  arrangement  of  Study  and  Discussion  Groups  in  all  faculties  under 
competent  leadership,  and  covering  a  wide  range  of  subjects. 

Another  important  element  in  the  programme  of  the  S.C.A.  is  the  series  of 
addresses  by  prominent  speakers  that  is  arranged  for  each  term,  and  the 
occasional  noon-hour  talks  by  outstanding  visitors  to  the  city.  In  addition, 
services  are  held  in  Hart  House  Chapel,  and  from  time  to  time  in  one  or  other  of 
the  College  chapels,  for  both  men  and  women. 

Each  College  and  Faculty  in  the  University  has  its  own  local  association, 
and  the  men's  and  women's  Cabinets  respectively  are  comprised  of  the  Presidents 
of  the  local  units  together  with  an  executive  committee. 

The  Headquarters  of  the  Men  are  in  Hart  House  (Rev.  F.  J.  Moore),  and  of 
the  women  in  the  Household  Science  Building  (Miss  Mary  Rowell).

Women's    Council    of  the   S.C.A. 

HE  Student  Christian  Movement  is  a  fellowship  of  students  based  on 
the  conviction  that  in  Jesus  Christ  are  found  the  supreme  revelation 
of  God  and  the  means  to  the  full  realization  of  life.  The  Movement 
seeks  through  study,  prayer,  service  and  other  means  to  understand 
and  follow  Jesus  Christ  and  to  unite  in  its  fellowship  all  students  in 
the  colleges  of  Canada  who  share  the  above  conviction,  together  with 
all  students  who  are  willing  to  test  the  truth  of  the  conviction  upon  which  the 
Movement  is  founded. 

The  Women's  Council  links  together  the  five  local  units  of  the  S.C.A.  in 
the  University,  namely,  in  Victoria,  University  and  St.  Hilda's  Colleges  and 
the  Medical  and  Social  Service  Faculties.  It  also  has  a  representative  from 
the  Ontario  College  of  Education,  the  undergraduate  nurses  of  Western  Hospital, 
and  the  Student  Volunteer  Union. 

Its  object  is  to  serve  as  an  Advisory  Board  to  the  various  units  and  to 
co-ordinate  their  work.  It  tries  to  foster  interest  and  to  initiate  activities  where- 
ever  the  need  arises.  It  serves  as  the  link  co-operating  with  the  men's  S.C.A. 
Cabinet,  the  Canadian  Student  Christian  Movement  and  the  World's  Student 
Christian  Federation. 

The  Council  sponsors  University  activities  in  which  all  the  units  join — 
chief  among  which  have  been  this  year:  a  week-end  conference  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fall  term,  a  reunion  supper  party  for  all  former  Y.W.C.A.  High  School 
girls,  and  another  for  all  C.G.I.T.  girls,  a  Christmas  party  given  in  honour  of 
the  women  students  from  other  countries,  and  a  reception  for  University  students 
and  senior  friends  of  the  S.C.A. 

This  year  the  Council  is  especially  emphasizing  a  study  of  the  aim  and 
basis  of  the  Association  with  a  view  to  helping  students  more  fully  to  realize  the 
significance  and  purpose  of  the  organization.

U.C.    Women's   S.C.A. 

HE  Women  Student's  Christian  Association  of  University  College  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  Canadian  Student  Christian  Movement  and  as 
such  of  the  World  Student  Christian  F"ederation.  Through  the  national 
office  in  Toronto,  and  through  many  private  contacts,  it  maintains  a 
connection  with  other  units,  especially  in  the  neighbouring  universities, 
but  its  work  is  naturally  centred  in  llniversity  College. 

This  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one.  To  deal  first  with  mundane  matters 
a  personal  canvass  was  made  of  the  women  in  the  college  with  the  result  that  the 
budget  of  two  hundred  dollars  was  raised.  The  P2xecutive  is  very  grateful  to  the 
group  of  girls  who  assisted  in  the  canvass  and  thereby  helped  to  make  the  financial 
campaign  a  success. 

Study  groups  were  conducted  on  a  variety  of  subjects,  and  this  year  an 
attempt  was  made  to  co-ordinate  these  subjects  with  each  other  and  with  the 
work  of  the  Movement  as  a  whole.  To  this  end  the  second  series  of  noon-hour 
addresses  was  given  by  the  group  leaders,  who,  as  well  as  tracing  the  relationship 
between  their  subjects  and  the  Movement,  gave  an  opportunity  for  students 
who  were  not  members  of  groups  to  learn  what  was  being  discussed.  We  were 
fortunate  in  having  such  leaders  as  Dr.  Taylor,  Dr.  Pidgeon,  Professor  Mac- 
Kenzie,  Dr.  Ford,  Mr.  Lismer  and  Mr.  Atkinson,  and  members  of  all  groups 
were  enthusiastic  about  their  leaders  and  the  work  they  were  doing. 

An  innovation  was  made  this  year  when  the  Annual  Meeting  was  held. 
It  took  the  form  of  a  supper  meeting  and  reports  were  given  on  the  year's  activi- 
ties.    Mrs.  Adelaide  Plumptre  was  the  special  speaker.

HK  changing  fortunes  of  life  are  admirably  illustrated  in  the  history  of 
most  college  (organizations.  For  one  \ear  a  club  may  bask  in  the  sun- 
shine of  popular  esteem,  exciting  the  enthusiastic  interests  of  its  mem- 
bers; and  in  the  next  it  ma>-  die  a  natural  death,  with  only  a  memory 
remaining.  But  through  all  the  vicissitudes  of  its  now  lengthy  history, 
the  Oratorical  Club  of  St.  Michael's  College  has  survived  the  changing 
whimsy  of  student  favour,  and  still  retains  its  original  hold  on  the  loyalties  of  its 
members.  Every  year  our  ranks  are  depleted  by  graduation,  yet  every  year  an 
enthusiastic  body  of  recruits  are  moulded  by  the  survivors  in  the  noble  tra- 
ditions of  an  historic  club. 

The  sole  aim  of  the  Oratorical  Clul)  is  to  cultivate  in  its  members  their 
latent  oratorical  talent.  They  are,  therefore,  accorded  complete  freedom  in 
the  choice  of  subjects  for  their  speeches.  All  discussion  of  a  purely  controversial 
nature  is  suppressed  as  inimical  to  the  interests  and  ideals  of  the  organization; 
and  criticism  from  the  floor  is  confined  for  the  most  part  to  the  style  and  form 
of  the  speech  delivered. 

For  the  past  year  the  Club  decided  to  restore  its  membership,  temporarih' 
increased  to  twenty,  to  the  original  number  of  fifteen;  and  this  has  been  found 
to  foster  a  more  intimate  acquaintance  amongst  the  members,  and  to  permit 
of  greater  opportunities  for  individual  self-expression. 

Some  idea  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  work  done  by  this  (lull  may  be  gathered 
from  the  fact  that  for  several  years  past  members  of  the  Oratorical  Club  have 
won  the  Fiarris  Gold  Medal,  a  prize  donated  for  excellence  in  oratory  and  awarded 
upon  the  result  of  an  open  competition  among  all  students  of  St.  Michael's.

St.    Michael's    College   Quindecim 

^HE  Quindecim  of  St.  Michael's  C'ollege  is  an  undergraduate  organization 
dedicated  to  the  proposition  that  university  students  should  take  an 
intelligent  interest  in  questions  of  public  concern.  It  was  founded  in 
the  spring  of  1923  to  afford  its  members  an  opportunity  to  discuss 
such  questions  in  a  calm  and  dispassionate  manner,  generally  impossible 
in  the  heated  atmosphere  of  a  student's  parliament  or  debating  society. 
Since  then  it  has  grown  in  influence  and  prestige  by  pursuing  the  aims  and  ideals 
of  its  founders. 

Although  the  procedure  of  the  club  has  been  left  purposely  informal,  the 
policy  of  inviting  prominent  authorities  in  various  fields  to  attend  our  meetings 
and  lead  the  discussion  has  been  consistently  pursued. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  as  our  guests  a 
number  of  distinguished  men.  Dean  DeLury,  who  is  known  throughout  the 
University  as  a  man  of  deep  and  original  thought,  led  a  most  thought-provoking 
discussion  on  the  development  of  national  self-consciousness  in  Canada.  At  a

One  evidence  of  the  prestige  which  the  Quindecim  enjoys  is  afforded  by 
the  readiness  with  which  public  men  accept  invitations  to  attend  our  meetings.

Hydro-Electric,  culture  and  technique, 
Two-Tee-Nine  WItee  Boys,  Whoopee!  how  hectic. 

MONG  the  students  of  Electrical  Engineering  who  desired  to  specialize 
in  Hydraulics  there  has  been  an  insistent  demand  for  some  form  of 
Hydro-Electric  Society.  It  was  felt  that  while  efficiency,  knowledge 
and  technique  might  be  acquired  from  academic  work,  the  development 
of  character,  judgment  and  understanding  of  men  could  come  only 
from  fellowship  and  interchange  of  ideas.  Accordingly,  in  November, 
1928,  the  W.H.E.E.  Society  was  formed  and  since  its  inception  the  membership 
has  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  its  influence  is  felt  wherever  good  Schoolmen 
get  together.

The  Society 
embraces  in  its  meml)ership  all  the  students  of  the  College.  Its  purpose 
is  to  deal  with  the  requests  which  come  in  from  Anglican  clergymen 
either  for  regular  assistance  or  for  the  occasional  pulpit  supph".  P  urther- 
more,  during  the  winter  months  the  .Society  has  borne  the  responsibility 
of  four  country  parishes,  while  during  the  summer  vacation  approximately  forty 
per  cent,  of  its  members  have  been  engaged  in  mission  work. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  Annual  Meeting  this  year,  the  Society  was  fortunate 
in  having  Rev.  Professor  T.  \V.  Isherwood,  M.A.,  as  special  speaker.  His  address 
was  an  illustrated  travelogue  of  a  trip  made  during  the  summer  of  1928  visiting 
Wycliffe  graduates  settled  in  parishes  west  of  Toronto  as  far  as  X'ancouver  and 
the  Yukon.

Literary   and    Debates   Committee 


URING  the  academic  year  1927-28  the  Literary  and  Debates  Committee 
of  the  I'liiversity,  on  account  of  the  poor  attendance  at  University 
debates,  decided  not  to  arrange  for  any  debates  with  other  universities. 
The  Literary  and  Debates  C  ommittee  this  year  determined  to  resume 
the  practice,  however,  and  invitations  were  accepted  from  Pittsburgh 
and  Marquette  Universities  to  entertain  and  debate  with  a  team  from 
each  of  these  places.  Provision  was  also  made  for  a  third  team  of  debaters 
representing  the  Western  Division  of  the  National  Federation  of  Canadian 
University  Students.  This  team  arrived  on  schedule  time,  and  met  with  a  team 
of  three  debaters  representing  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  debate  on  the 
subject,  "Resolved  that  this  house  is  opposed  to  all  forms  of  censorship,"  was 
of  a  very  high  standard,  and  although  our  team  was  defeated,  it  was  by  no 
means  disgraced,  the  vote  of  the  House  being  70  to  68. 

At  the  time  of  going  to  press  we  are  making  final  arrangements  for  the 
visit  of  the  Pittsburg  team,  which  is  reputed  to  be  a  particularly  strong  one. 
Those  selected  to  do  battle  in  the  name  of  our  University  are  Messrs.  A.  H. 
Arrell,  L.  M.  Gelber,  and  M.  T.  dePencier.  The  subject  for  debate  is,  "  Resolved 
that  modern  advertising  is  socially  and  economically  harmful  to  society." 

The  Committee  responsible  for  debating  this  jear  would  go  on  record  as 
favouring  the  practice  within  the  University.  Inter-university  and  inter- 
collegiate debates  should  be  continued;  and  interest  in  them  can,  and  will  be, 
aroused  if  the  Parliamentary  system  is  adhered  to  and  speeches  from  the  floor 
of  the  House  are  encouraged.

The  subject  of  the  debate  was, 
"That  this  House  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  open  door  policy  of  immigra- 
tion is  conducive  to  the  most  desirable  development  of  a  new  country.  " 
Miss  Louise  McMillan  and  Miss  Clara  (iray  upheld  the  motion  against 
McGill  in  Toronto,  while  Miss  Eleanor  Clarke  and  Miss  Mary  Winspear  spoke 
in  opposition  to  the  motion  at  Queen's.  The  trophy  was  again  captured  by 
McGill. 

A  series  of  Interfaculty  Debates  has  been  arranged  for  the  Kaster  term. 
The  first  of  these  is  on  February  4th,  and  the  motion  before  the  House  is  that 
"Man  has  a  one-track  mind."  Miss  Margaret  Spurr  of  Trinity  College,  Miss 
Mae  Rousselle  of  St.  Michael's  College,  Miss  Helen  Price  of  Victoria  College  and 
Miss  Rhoda  Howe  of  University  College  will  speak  on  the  paper.  An  innovation 
is  the  extending  of  invitations  to  thirty  men  to  be  guests  of  the  House  at  this 
debate.  A  later  debate  will  be  on  the  motion  that,  "The  wearing  of  gowns  is 
conducive  to  the  most  desirable  academic  atmosphere."  Miss  Marjorie  Winspear 
of  Trinity  and  Miss  Helen  Radigan  of  St.  Michael's  will  speak  in  favour  of  the 
motion.  Miss  Joyce  Plumtree  of  University  College  and  Miss  Anna  Bicknell 
of  Victoria  will  speak  against  the  motion. 

Within  the  University  there  is  an  increasing  interest  taken  in  Women's 
Debating,  as  evidenced  by  the  number  turning  out  for  the  Intercollegiate  Try- 
out  and  the  enthusiasm  shown  in  Interfaculty  Debates.  Next  year  we  hope 
to  have  the  good  fortune  to  bring  back  the  trophy  to  Toronto.

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O  benefit  the  new  readers,  and  those  School  men  who  protest  that 
they  have  never  heard  of  the  Debating  Club,  we  might  say  that  the 
Club  was  established  to  encourage  those  School  men  who  happened  to 
realize  the  importance  of  being  able  to  express  themselves  on  their 
feet  before  a  group  of  people  in  the  most  clear  and  concise  manner 
possible.  The  chairman  and  officers  of  the  Club  organize  discussion 
groups,  debates  and  lectures  to  afford  the  members  opportunities  of  expressing 
their  thoughts. 

It  is  very  regrettable  that  the  same  lack  of  enthusiasm  in  debating,  that  has 
been  so  apparent  among  the  majority  of  undergrads,  should  be  equally  noticeable 
this  year  among  the  students  at  S.P.S.  Unfortunately  there  has  been  a  steady 
decrease  in  the  number  of  those  attending  not  only  the  University  and  Faculty, 
but  even  the  famous  Hart  House  debates.  This  may  be  due  to  several  equally 
possible  reasons.  The  most  obvious  one  to  me  seems  to  be  the  natural  reaction 
that  inevitably  follows  any  unusually  popular  form  of  amusement  or  extra  mural 
activity.  Debating  has  always  been  popular  at  Toronto  University.  It  has 
been  unusually  so,  however,  during  the  past  five  or  six  years.  This  is  due  largely 
to  the  tremendous  amount  of  favourable  publicity  accorded  the  Hart  House 
debates.  Among  other  things,  not  the  least  of  which  is  to  provide  opportunities 
for  the  beginners,  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  various  Faculty  clubs  to  supply  new 
material  for  the  more  important  debates  held  by  the  University  and  Hart  House. 
In  fact  they  are  the  supply  bases.  It  is  then  quite  natural  that  the  smaller 
clubs  should  share  the  popularity  or  the  reverse,  enjoyed  by  the  mother  club. 
The  inter-year  debates  were  run  off  with  the  usual  super-abundance  of 
heat  and  energy.  The  First  Year,  represented  by  Mr.  Bryce  and  Mr.  Smith, 
again  triumphed,  the  spoils  being  honour  and  the  Sedgewick  Shield.  Although 
vanquished  by  younger  and  less  experienced  opponents  we  wish  to  congratulate 
Messrs.  Parker,  Argo,  Watson  and  Clifton  on  their  splendid  efforts.  The  active 
year  was  terminated  by  the  annual  Oratorial  Contest.  After  lengthy  arguments 
by  the  judges  Messrs.  Cillam,  Argo  and  McKillop  were  declared  the  winners.

Torontonensis 
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HE  history  of  Torontonensis  carries  us  back  to  the  year  18i)S,  when  the 
first  volume  appeared — sponsored  by  a  group  of  l^niversity  College  men 
who  felt  the  need  for  some  record  of  the  activities  and  accomplishments 
of  the  members  of  the  graduating  year.  The  book  contained  a  short 
sketch  of  the  history  of  each  man,  pictures  of  familiar  spots  around  the 
C  ollege.  and  resumes  of  the  activities  of  the  various  clubs  and  societies. 

Torontonensis  '29  is  the  thirty-first  volume  of  the  I'niversity  annual  thus 
established. 

At  first  the  annual  was  devoted  mainl\-  to  the  graduating  year.  (Gradually 
the  demand  for  a  book  which  would  be  more  comprehensive  in  scof:)e,  and  which 
would  record,  year  by  year,  all  phases  of  undergraduate  activity  and  interest  in 
the  University,  made  itself  felt. 

In  the  fall  of  1924  this  feeling  took  definite  form  in  the  columns  of  The  \arsily, 
with  the  result  that  Torontonensis  1925  marked .  the  beginning  of  a  new  era. 
Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Higgins,  Kditor-in-C"hief,  the  Board  undertook 
and  carried  out  an  extensive  revision  of  the  entire  bf)ok — adding  many  new  features 
and  scrapping  those  which  had  become  obsolete. 
The  inclusion  of  two-colour  art-work  in  the  first 
sixteen  pages  was  a  noteworthy  ad\ance.  The  book 
was  a  decided  improvement  over  the  older  form. 
The  work  of  subsequent  editors  has  been  chiefly  to 
round  out  and  extend  the  basic  ideas  upon  which 
this  volume  depended. 

The  following  year  two-colour  art-work  was  used 
throughout  the  book  and  its  use  has  been  standard 
in  the  subsequent  volumes.  Further  improvement 
in  layout  has  permitted  the  use  of  more  and  better 
art-work — whereas  a  radical  change  in  the  nature  of 
the  biographies  has  enabled  the  book  to  continue 
to  improve  under  the  very-  real  handicap  of  a  re- 
duction of  the  appropriation  from  the  Students' 
Councils.

CTA  \'ICTORIANA"  ranks  among  the  oldest  student  publications  in 
the  country.  Its  first  number  was  issued  in  Cobourg  fifty-three  years 
ago,  and  since  that  time  it  has  appeared  continuously  every  month 
throughout  the  college  term. 

Like  all  enterprises  of  the  sort,  it  has  had  its  ups  and  downs.  Its 
editorial  boards  have  not  always  been  successful  in  producing  a  popular 
magazine,  and  financial  worries  have  disturbed  the  sleep  of  many  business  managers. 
Under  the  leadership  of  a  very  able  staff  "Acta"  emerged  from  the  doldrums 
last  year,  and  whatever  favour  it  enjoys  at  the  present  moment  is  to  a  considerable 
degree  the  result  of  past  excellence.  Still  another  factor  has  contributed  to  its 
progress.    Under  a  new  constitution  the  women  of  the  college  are  better  represented 

on  the  board  of  editors,  and  they  appoint  a 
Women's  Editor  who  is  a  member  of  the  ex- 
ecutive of  the  Women's  l^ndergraduate  Associ- 
ation. The  success  of  this  scheme  has  been 
evident  in  many  ways.  The  magazine  has 
reached  a  more  perfect  balance,  and  so  has  a 
greater  general  appeal.  During  the  illness  of 
the  Editor-in-Uhief  last  fall  two  very  popular 
numbers  were  "taken  out"  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Women's  Editor,  thus  disprov- 
ing certain  ancient  theories  too  familiar  to 
bear  repetition.  .And,  finally,  there  has  been 
much  support  given  the  editors  by  the  students 
as  a  whole,  and  especially  by  the  present 
Junior  class.  Their  enthusiasm  has  made 
possible  a  more  vigorous  policy,  and  the  talent 
they  have  shown  in  the  columns  of  "Acta" 
augurs  well  for  future  volumes.

N  1880  three  undergraduates,  Mr.  Travers  Lewis,  Mr.  W.  M.  Cruttenden, 
and  Mr.  F.  E.  Howitt,  started  a  paper  known  as  Rouge  et  Noir.  After 
its  first  issue,  the  College  Meeting  enthusiastically  adopted  it,  and  for 
nine  years  it  reflected  the  opinions  and  activities  of  the  student  body. 
Among  its  first  contributors  at  that  time  were  Archibald  Lampman  and 
Sir  Gilbert  Parker. 

In  1888  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Trinity  University  Review,  because  it 
was  thought  that  the  name  Rouge  et  Noir  had  undesirable  associations,  that  being 
the  name  of  the  then  most  popular  game  of  chance,  and  because  it  was  felt  that  a 
name  which  explained  itself  would  attract  advertisements. 

In  1889  Convocation  came  to  its  financial  aid,  and  in  return  for  a  stated 
number  of  copies  and  space  rights  agreed  to  make  a  small  yearly  contribution. 
From  that  time  the  Convocation  Editor  has  sat  as  Chairman  of  the  Review  Board. 
The  Review  appears  eight  times  a  year,  with  the  threefold  object  of  stimulating 
journalistic  and  literary  activity,  of  mirroring  student  activities,  and  of  providing 
a  medium  by  which  graduates  may  keep  in  touch  with  their  Alma  Mater.

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St.  Hilda's  Chronicle 

HE  Chronicle  is  the  official  publication  of  St.  Hilda's  College,  which  was 
founded  in  1888  and  is  the  oldest  women's  college  in  Canada.  While 
presumably  but  the  residence  for  the  women  undergraduates  of  Trinity 
(\)llege,  in  reality  it  holds  its  own  charter  and  is  a  college  in  its  own 
right.  This  fact  may  in  part  explain  the  Chronicle's  existence  quite 
independent  of  the  Trinity  University  Review.  The  Chronicle  made 
its  first  appearance  before  1900,  and  despite  repeated  attempts  to  amalgamate 
the  two  magazines,  has  kept  its  own  identity  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century- 
As  well  as  being  the  first  magazine  of  its  kind  in  Canada,  it  is  the  only  women's 
magazine  in  the  University  of  Toronto. 

At  first  the  editor  was  sometimes  an  undergraduate,  and  sometimes  a 
graduate,  but  for  the  last  fifteen  years  the  staff  has  been  entirely  undergraduate, 
including  the  Editor  and  the  Business  and  Advertising  Managers.  The  Chronicle 
is  primarily  a  literary  magazine  containing  principally  undergraduate  work 
with  occasional  contributions  from  graduates.  Besides  stories  and  poems  there 
are  articles,  cartoons,  pictures,  graduate  notes  and  notes  of  college  sports  and 
other  activities.  A  few  years  ago  a  section  of  Literary  Reviews  was  added, 
and  last  year  Dramatic  Criticism  was  made  a  regular  feature  of  the  magazine. 

Since  the  circulation  was  small,  for  a  number  of  years  the  financial  question 
was  a  difficult  one.  This  is  easily  understood  when  we  realize  that  there  were 
only  eight  students  in  the  college  when  the  first  issue  of  the  Chronicle  was 
published.  Recently,  however,  it  has  been  entirely  self-supporting,  producing 
two  issues  a  year  from  thirty  to  fifty  pages.

T  is  now  more  than  six  years  since  the  Players'  Guild  of  l/niversity 
College  held  its  first  meeting  on  November  '29th,  1922.  These  years 
have  been  filled  with  an  activity  rendered  all  the  more  intense  because 
of  its  interest.  Yet  the  members  feel  that  the  Guild  affords  them  not 
only  a  delightful  pastime  but  also  an  avenue  of  contact  with  thought, 
ancient  and  modern,  upon  many  forms  of  life  and  art. 

one  looks  back  over  the  yearly  programmes  of  the  Society,  it  becomes 
evident  that  the  original  policy  has  been  maintained.  All  those  desiring  either 
to  take  part  in  or  direct  a  production  have  received  encouragement.  The  pro- 
ductions themselves,  though  not  lacking  in  variety,  have  been  of  a  consistently 
worthwhile  order,  and  the  interest  has  lain  chiefly  in  the  play  itself.  The  dis- 
cussions following  the  presentations  have,  perhaps,  varied  in  degree  of  animation, 
but  at  least  they  have  offered  sincere  and  often  constructive  criticism. 

The  programme  for  the  autumn  term  has  been  interesting  and  diverse.

Lindsay,  a  member  of  the  Guild.  Two  addresses  have  been  given;  one  on 
"Make-up,"  by  Mr.  Kdgar  .Stone,  another  on  "Stagecraft,"  by  Mr.  Golin  Tait. 
The  evening  play  chosen  for  the  term  was  "The  Faithful,"  by  Masefield.  The 
Japanese  setting  and  unusual  plot  made  it  a  most  interesting  experiment. 

Dramatic  art  is  a  symphony  in  which  all  other  arts  may  find  expression, 
and  so  may  justly  claim  the  interest  of  all.

RCiYLL  HOUSE,  with  its  cool,  inviting  lawn  in  summer  and  its  crackling 
grate-fires  in  winter,  houses  about  thirty  girls  whose  various  ambitions 
lead  them  towards  all  the  walks  of  life  open  to  the  woman  of  to-day. 
A  large  number  hope  to  be  medical  doctors,  some  study  the  complica- 
tions of  foreign  languages,  others  spend  hours  at  Baldwin  House  dis- 
cussing the  why  and  wherefore  of  past  political  problems.  Sometimes  a  would- 
be  architect,  a  student  of  commerce  or  of  dentistry  is  found  among  our  numbers. 
Then,  too,  there  are  the  Household  Science  girls,  we  know  not  to  what  ambitions 
they  secretly  aspire — they  say  a  dietitian's  position,  or  a  tea-room. 

When  once  the  green  leaves  of  the  ivy  have  turned  red  and  dropped  from 
its  walls,  the  House  wears  a  sober  and  severe  appearance.

NNHSLK\'  HALL  was  the  first  Women's  Residence  in  ("anada  to  adopt 
this  system  of  government  and  to  continue  it  without  a  break.  In  the 
autumn  of  lilOG,  upon  the  petition  of  the  students  to  the  Senate,  it 
was  formed,  somewhat  upon  the  lines  laid  down  in  the  Wellesley  College 
constitution.  It  was  founded  on  an  agreement  between  the  authorities 
of  \'ictoria  College  and  the  students  in  Residence,  whereby  the  powers 
and  scope  of  student  government  are  clearly  defined.  Many  other  institutions 
have  used  its  organization  and  rules  as  a  basis  for  their  own. 

After  twenty-two  years  of  experience  it  is  the  firm  belief  of  all  concerned 
that  student  government  makes  for  honour  in  the  student  body,  develops  just 
judgment  and  dealing,  independence  of  thought  and  action,  corporate  spirit 
and  loyalty  to  College  and  University.  It  has  been  recognized  that  true  govern- 
ment consists  in  co-operation  among  those  who  are  governed,  and  that  one  of 
the  essentials  of  education  is  to  learn  to  live  in  harmony  with  one's  neighbours. 
A.S.G.A.  unites  these  two  functions  in  itself  even  while  it  serves  as  a  natural 
training  for  women,  for  in  it  they  face  problems  of  government  similar  to  those 
they  will  later  meet  in  the  outside  world.

House  Committee  of  St.  Hilda's  College

NLIKE  other  colleges  on  the  ("ampus,  St.  Hilda's  College  has  no  regular 
student  government.  Instead  of  this  we  have  what  is  known  as  "House 
Committee",  the  President,  of  which  is  Dr.  M.  Cartwright,  Dean  of 
Women  and  Principal  of  the  College. 

The  Committee  comprises  the  Head  Student  in  each  year,  who  is 
chosen  in  the  First  Year  as  the  student  coming  up  to  the  University 
with  the  highest  academic  standing;  and  in  addition  one  or  two  other  representa- 
tives from  each  year  is  as  deemed  expedient. 

This  body  has  supreme  jurisdiction  in  all  affairs  concerning  the  students, 
and  is  the  final  court  of  appeal  in  disciplinary  matters.  Meetings  of  the  full 
committee  are  held  once  a  month;  each  week  the  Dean  holds  a  meeting  with  the 
four  "Heads". 

In  St.  Hilda's  is  worked  out  the  system  of  year  precedence.  The  Head  of 
Fourth  Year  is  therefore  "Head  of  College".  The  Fourth  Year  are  finally  re- 
sponsible for  the  management  of  the  College.  The  Third  Year  have  no  specific 
duties  other  than  those  which  fall  to  them  in  the  apportioning  of  the  offices. 
The  Second  Year  have  direct  control  of  the  First  Year.  To  the  latter  fall  the 
house  duties,  such  as  telephone  and  tea  duty,  etc. 

Two  of  the  major  societies  in  St.  Hilda's  are  the  Literary  Society  and  the 
Women's  Auxiliary  of  the  Church  Missionary  .Society,  which  is  also  the  college 
unit  of  the  .S.C.M.  The  chief  activity  of  the  former,  every  year,  is  the  presenta- 
tion of  four  plays,  each  presented  by  the  members  of  a  year.  Debates  are  also 
held;  for  the  year  1928-29  it  is  rather  interesting  to  note  that  three  out  of  the 
four  intercollegiate  debaters  are  members  of  St.  Hilda's.  The  W.A.  holds  a 
Bazaar  and  Tea  annually,  the  proceeds  of  which  go  to  missionary  work. 

Instead  of  Class  Parties  the  Social  life  of  the  College  is  provided  by  the 
receptions  which  are  held  every  two  weeks,  and  to  which  the  whole  student  body 
of  Trinity  College  is  invited.

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'I  'HE  prayer  of  the  Founders  is  that  Hart  House, 
1  under  the  f^tiidance  of  its  Warden,  may  serve  in 
the  generations  to  cotne  the  highest  interests  of  this 
University  by  drawing  into  a  common  fellowship  the  members 
of  the  several  Colleges  and  Faculties,  and  by  gathering  into 
a  true  society  the  teacher  and  the  student,  the  graduate  and 
the  undergraduate;  further  that  the  members  of  Hart  House 
may  discover  within  its  ivalls  the  true  education  that  is  to 
be  found  in  good  fellowship,  in  friendly  disputation  and 
debate,  in  the  conversation  of  wise  and  earnest  tnen,  in  music, 
pictures  and  the  play,  in  the  casual  book,  in  sports  and  games 
and  the  mastery  of  the  body;  and  lastly,  that  just  as  in  the 
days  of  war  this  House  was  devoted  to  the  training  in  arms 
of  the  young  soldier,  so  in  time  of  peace  its  tualls  may  be 
dedicated  to  the  task  of  arming  youth  with  strength  and 
suppleness  of  limb,  ivith  clarity  of  mind  and  depth  of  under- 
standing, and  with  a  spirit  of  true  religion  and  high  en- 
deavour."

Hart    House 

HART  HOlfSE  is  so  called 
in  memory  of  the  late  Hart 
Massey.  Begun  in  1011, 
it  was  completed  in  1919 
and  presented,  fully  equip- 
ped, to  the  University  of 
Toronto  by  the  trustees 
of  the  Massey  F'oundation. 
To  X'incent  Massey,  X'ice- 
("hairman  of  the  Massey 
Foundation,  is  due  the 
idea  of  Hart  House  as  well 
as  the  form  it  assumed 
under  his  personal  super- 
vision. From  the  autumn  of  1914  until  November,  1918,  it  was  used  for  military 
purposes,  and  within  its  walls  thousands  of  men  were  trained  for  service  overseas. 
On  the  first  anniversary  of  the  Armistice — November  11th,  1919 — Hart  House 
was  formally  opened  by  His  Excellency  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  who  was  at 
that  time  the  Governor-General  of  Canada.  Mr.  Henry  Sproatt  and  Mr.  Ernest 
Rolph  were  the  architects  of  the  building,  which  comes  as  near  to  meeting  the 
requirements  of  the  ideal  House  for  student  activities  as  any  on  this  continent 
or  perhaps  in  the  world. 

In  its  widest  interpretation.  Hart  House,  which  is  for  the  use  of  men  only 
and  is  non-residential,  seeks  to  provide  for  all  the  activities  of  the  undergraduate's 
life  which  lie  outside  the  actual  lecture  rooms.  Architecturally  of  great  beauty 
and  built  round  a  quadrangle.  Hart  House  is  unique  in  that  it  houses  under  one 
roof  a  finely  proportioned  hall,  called  "The  Great  Hall,"  common  rooms  of  every 
description,  a  library,  a  lecture  room,  a  small  chapel  together  with  rooms  for 
the  use  of  the  Student  Christian  Association,  a  studio  for  painting  and  sketching, 
photographic  dark  rooms,  a  billiard  room,  senior  common  rooms  and  dining 
rooms  for  both  faculty  and  graduate  members,  an  upper  and  lower  gymnasium, 
both  admirably  equipped,  separate  rooms  for  boxing,  wrestling  and  fencing,  an 
indoor  running  track,  a  large  swimming  pool,  racquet  courts,  an  indoor  rifle 
range,  extensive  locker  rooms,  ofifices  for  the  Students'  Administrative  Council, 
also  for  the  athletic  and  medical  staff,  a  few  bedrooms  for  guests,  and  the  office 
and  private  rooms  for  the  Warden.  Below  the  quadrangle  is  a  fully  equipped 
theatre  with  foyer,  green  room,  dressing  rooms,  wardrobe  and  the  ofifice  of  the 
director  of  the  theatre.  Every  male  undergraduate  of  the  University  is  required 
to  be  a  member  of  Hart  House,  towards  the  upkeep  of  which  he  pays  an  annual 
fee  of  ten  dollars.  The  House  has  no  endowment  and  these  fees  are  its  chief 
source  of  revenue. 

The  care  of  Hart  House  and  its  welfare  has  to  a  large  extent  been  entrusted 
to  the  undergraduates  themselves.  There  are  six  Standing  Committees — House, 
Hall,  Library,  Music,  Billiard  and  Sketch.     Each  of  these  Committees  consists 
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of  two  Faculty  members,  one  of  whom  is  the  Chairman,  one  graduate  member, 
ten  undergraduates  and  the  Warden.  Eight  of  the  ten  undergraduate  members 
are  elected  annually  by  the  whole  undergraduate  membership  of  Hart  House, 
the  other  two  being  elected  by  their  own  number  to  serve  on  the  same  com- 
mittee the  following  year.  The  personnel  and  duties  of  the  Standing  and  Special 
Committees  suliject  to  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  are  as  follows: 

House   Committee 

The  House  Committee  is  the  senior  of  the  Standing  Committees  and  has 
charge  of  the  general  management  and  social  activities  of  Hart  House.  Under 
its  supervision  come  all  regulations  governing  the  use  of  the  House  and  all  plans 
for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  its  members.  The  Barber  Shop  and  Guest 
Rooms  are  under  its  care.  The  Committee  is  also  responsible  to  the  Board  of 
Stewards  for  seeing  that  the  House  is  kept  in  good  repair  both  as  regards  its 
structure  and  equipment.  The  annual  elections  of  the  Committees  of  Hart 
House  are  also  under  the  management  of  this  C>)mmittee.  The  Masquerade 
was  again  successfully  held  last  November.

Hall    Committee 

As  in  former  years  the  duties  of  the  Hall  Committee  have  been  to  exercise  a 
general  supervision  over  the  Great  Hall,  the  Graduate  Dining  Room,  the  Kitchen 
Department  of  Hart  House  and  the  Tuck  Shop.  During  the  present  year  the 
number  of  students  using  the  Great  Hall  has  again  increased.  Atiout  fourteen 
hundred  meals  a  day  are  served  there  and,  if  the  Faculty  and  Graduate  meals 
are  taken  into  consid- 
eration as  well  as 
special  functions  and 
banquets,  the  number 
of  meals  served  on 
some  days  in  full  term 
time  does  not  fall  far 
short  of  two  thousand. 
This  number  in  itself 
is  proof  of  the  quality 
of  meals  served  by  the 
Superintendent  of  the 
Great  Hall  and  the 
moderate  prices  char- 
ged.

Library   Committee 

The  Library  in  Hart  House  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  rooms 
in  the  whole  building. 

In  accordance  with  the  idea  of  the  Founders,  the  Library  Committee  has  for 
the  past  ten  years  been  engaged  in  the  building  up  of  a  collection  of  books  such 
as  might  be  found  in  a  good  private  library  and  as  a  result  of  their  work  the  room 
has  now  become  a  popular  resort  of  all  those  who  like  to  spend  their  leisure  hours 
reading  the  casual  book. 

At  present  there  are  3,000  volumes  on  the  shelves  about  half  of  which  are 
fiction,  while  the  rest  are  composed  chiefly  of  biography,  history,  languages  and 
general  literature.  Additions  to  the  Library  are  made  at  regular  intervals,  and 
the  activities  of  the  Committee  are  chiefly  centered  around  the  selection  of  new 
books  for  purchase.  Gifts  are  also  received  from  time  to  time,  and  in  the  last 
year  Hart  House  has  been  particularly  fortunate  in  this  respect. 

The  Library  Committee  is  further  responsible  for  the  selection  of  periodicals 
for  use  in  the  Reading  Room,  and  in  this  department  of  the  House  a  wide  range 
of  weekly  and  monthly  journals  may  be  found. 
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The  Curator,  Mr.  B.  D.  Beamish,  U.C.  '30,  is  responsible  for  the  care  and 
checking  of  books,  but  no  other  supervision  over  the  Library  is  exercised.  From 
the  first  the  poHcy  of  the  Library  Committee  has  been  to  keep  the  shelves  open 
at  all  times  and  to  encourage  the  feeling  that  the  contents  of  the  Library  are  the 
common  property  of  members  of  Hart  House.  It  is  by  this  means  that  the 
unique  character  of  the  Library  has  been  preserved.

Music   Committee 

The  Music  Committee  directs  and  generally  supervises  the  various  musical 
activities  of  the  House.  The  major  function  of  the  Music  Committee  is  to  arrange 
a  number  of  concerts,  recitals  and  songsters  and  thus  to  encourage  and  stimulate 
an  appreciation  for  good  music  among  the  undergraduate  members  of  the  House. 
Pursuing  the  policy  of  former  years  the  Committee  has,  during  the  present 
academic  year,  arranged  eight  Sunday  Evening  Concerts,  and  a  series  of  Friday 
Afternoon  Recitals.  The  Sunday  Evening  Concerts,  the  most  popular  musical 
institution  of  the  University,  are  held  in  the  Great  Hall  of  Hart  House  at  9  p.m. 
on  Sunday  evenings  at  intervals  of  three  weeks  during  the  term.  Owing  to  the 
generosity  of  the  leading  musicians  of  the  city,  undergraduates  are  afforded  the 
opportunity  of  hearing  music  of  the  highest  order,  and  it  is  evident  from  the 
very  large  audiences  which  regularly  attend  them  how  much  these  concerts  are 
appreciated.  From  the  beginning  of  October,  and  continuing  until  the  middle 
of  March,  Friday  Afternoon  Recitals  are  held  each  Friday  at  5  p.m.  in  the 
Music  Room.  These  Recitals  have  drawn  a  large  number  of  undergraduates 
week  by  week. 

A  series  of  eight  Songsters  are  held  in  the  Music  Room  on  Sunday  evenings 
when  there  is  no  concert  in 
the  Great  Hall  and  are  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  J.  Campbell 
Mclnnes.  From  the  first 
they  have  drawn  a  large 
and  enthusiastic  number  of 
students.  This  year  the 
last  Songster  was  taken  by 
Dr.  E.  H.  Fellowes  of  St. 
George's  Chapel,  Windsor, 
who  spoke  on  Tudor  music 
and  sang  several  lute  songs.

Billiard  Committee 

The  Billiard  Room  of 
Hart  House  is  a  recreation 
centre  for  a  large  number 
of  undergraduate  members. 
It  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Billiard       Committee.       The 

general  idea  of  the  Billiard  Committee  of  past  years  has  been  to  promote  the 
Knglish  game  of  billiards  in  preference  to  other  games.  With  this  object  in  view 
a  handicap  tournament  was  held  after  Christmas,  the  winner  having  his  name 
inscribed  on  the  Hart  House  cup.  A  snooker  tournament  was  also  held,  the 
winner  receiving  a  miniature  silver  cup.  The  policy  of  the  Billiard  (\:)mmittee 
has  been  to  see  that  good  Fnglish  billiard  tables  are  provided,  and  never  before 
has  the  room  been  in  better  condition.  In  March  Mr.  T.  Tothill  gave  a  series 
of  lecture  demonstrations  which  aroused  much  interest  among  members. 

The  Billiard  Room  is  a  source  of  revenue  to  Hart  House,  and  financial  state- 
ments are  placed  before  the  Committee,  which  is  directly  responsible,  as  are  all 
other  standing  committees,  to  the  Board  of  Stewards.

Sketch   Committee 

The  Sketch  Committee  is  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Stewards  for  the 
Art  activities  of  Hart  House.  They  include  control  of  the  Sketch  Room  and  the 
Little  Sketch  Room  and  the  holding  of  exhibitions  therein,  the  Winter  Loan 
Exhibition,  which  is  hung  in  the  principal  rooms  of  the  House,  the  management 
of  sketching  classes  under  an  artist  and  the  occasional  purchase  of  pictures. 

The  Flxhibitions  during  1928-1929  have  included  various  "one-man"  shows 
by  well-known  Toronto  artists,  wood-cuts  from  the  U.S.A.,  the  annual  Exhibition 
of  Photography  by  members  of  Hart  House,  the  annual  Exhibition  of  paintings 
and  drawings  also  by  members  of  Hart  House,  F2xhibition  by  the  students  of  the 
Ontario  College  of  Art  and  by  the  Art  Students'  League,  and  an  exhibition  of 
posters. 

The  Art  classes,  held  in  the  Sketch  Room  during  the  winter  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  F.  S.  Haines,  have  again  proved  very  popular. 
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Pictures  by  Arthur  Lismer,  T.  G.  Greene  and  G.  N.  Norwell  have  been  added 
to  the  permanent  collection  owned  by  Hart  House.  A  large  picture  by  the 
famous  Canadian  artist,  Tom  Thomson,  entitled  "The  Pointers,"  is  also  to  be 
purchased,  and  two  sketches  by  the  same  artist  have  been  bought  from  the 
Harold  X'erschoyle  Wrong  Memorial  Fund.

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Debates   Committee 

On  31st  January,  1924,  the  first  debate  ever  held  in  Hart  House  took  place 
under  the  management  of  an  informal  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose. 
This  debate  was  held  on  the  open  parliamentary  system  and  special  Rules  of 
Procedure  were  drawn  up  by  the  Committee.  The  Lecture  Room  in  Hart  House 
was  arranged  as  far  as  possible  like  the  Provincial  or  Federal  House;  the  Speaker's 
chair  was  placed  in  a  central  position,  members  for  the  motion  being  on  his 
right,  those  against  the  motion  on  his  left.  After  the  four  speakers  "on  the 
paper"  had  finished  their  speeches,  the  debate  was  open  to  any  member,  who, 
having  caught  the  Speaker's  eye,  might  then  rise  and  address  the  House.  At 
10.30  p.m.  the  House  divided  on  the  motion.  There  were  no  judges,  and  the 
whole  procedure  was  a  definite  attempt  to  get  away  from  the  competitive  type 
of  debate,  which  is  really  an  oratorical  contest,  by  which  a  team  of  three  men 
from  one  University  or  Faculty  tries  to  win  a  victory  over  a  team  of  three  men 
from  another  University  or  Faculty. 

The  aim  of  debates  held  under  the  Hart  House  system  is  to  encourage  real 
debating  in  contrast  to  the  delivery  of  speeches  carefully  prepared  for  weeks 
beforehand  and  also  to  give  undergraduates  an  introduction  into  public  life  by 
discussing  questions  of  general  interest  across  the  floor  of  the  House  with  the 
country's  ablest  men.  Among  visitors  who  have  spoken  "on  the  paper"  from 
the  floor  of  the  House  are  the  Hon.  W.  E.  Raney,  K.C.;  the  Hon.  J.  W.  Nickle, 
K.C.;  Mr.  Andrew  McMaster,  K.C.;  the  Hon.  E.  C.  Drury;  the  Hon.  Manning 
Doherty;  the  Rt.  Hon.  W.  L.  Mackenzie  King  (Prime  Minister  of  Canada); 
the  Hon.  Hugh  Guthrie;  and  the  Hon.  G.  Howard  Ferguson  (Prime  Minister 
of  Ontario). 

This  year  the  Attorney-General  of  Ontario,  Miss  Agnes  Macphail  and 
Dr.  J.  R.  P.  Sclater  have  been  among  the  honourable  visitors.

Board  of  Stewards 

The  Board  of  Stewards  is  the  governing  body  of  Hart  House  and  is  so  con- 
stituted as  to  include  among  its  members  the  secretaries  of  the  six  Standing 
Committees  and  representatives  of  the  chief  organizations  in  Hart  House. 
Subject  to  the  superior  authority  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University 
the  direction,  management  and  administration  of  Hart  House,  including  matters 
of  discipline,  are  entrusted  to  the  Board  of  Stewards.  The  Board  is  assisted  by  a 
Finance  Committee  which  makes  recommendations  with  regard  to  financial 
matters.  The  general  supervision  of  the  whole  House  is  entrusted  to  the  War- 
den, who  is  appointed    by    the    Board    of    Governors    of    the  University    and 
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is  ex-officio  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Stewards.  He  is  assisted  by  the  Comptroller 
of  Hart  House,  Mr.  J.  R.  Gilley  (S.P.S.  '21),  the  Assistant  Comptroller, 
Mr.  W.  R.  Cowan  S.P.S.  '24),  and  the  Secretary  of  Hart  House,  Mr.  F.  A. 
Wansbrough   (Victoria  '28).

ERTAIN  fraternities,  sharing  a  common  purpose  in  the  academic  and 
social  welfare  of  the  University,  and  desiring  co-operatiqn  between 
themselves  for  their  mutual  benefit,  organized  an  interfraternity  council 
and  established  a  constitution  to  govern  its  proceedings. 

Article  No.  2  of  this  Constitution  reads: 

Purposes: 

"To  insure  co-operation  among  the  fraternities. 

To  discuss  questions  of  mutual  interest. 

To  promote  interfraternity  sport  and  social  intercourse. 

To  establish  a  permanent  executive  representing  the  fraternity  body  of  the 
University. 

To  further  the  interests  of  the  University." 

The  Interfraternity  Council  of  the  University  came  into  being  in  1922, 
established  by  the  fourteen  charter  members.  Its  activities  since  that  time 
have  fully  justified  its  existence.  Many  of  these  are  carried  on  from  year  to 
year,  others  are  undertaken  where  it  is  believed  beneficial  to  all  concerned. 

In  sports  the  Council  has  filled  an  important  role,  organizing  hockey,  base- 
ball, squash  racquets  and  basketball  competitions,  and  awarding  trophies.  But 
not  only  here;  the  Council  emphasizes  scholarship  and  an  award  will  be  made 
next  November  to  the  fraternity  having  the  highest  academic  standing  as  a 
result  of  the  preceding  year's  work. 

It  is  altogether  desirable  that  the  men  in  the  different  fraternities  should 
get  to  know  one  another.  With  this  object  in  view  the  Council  arranges  the 
time  and  place  for  an  exchange  at  lunch  or  dinner.  On  such  occasions  the 
members  of  a  fraternity  are  at  the  same  time  guests  and  hosts. 

There  are  many  concerns  upon  which  the  fraternities  can  combine  for  their 
mutual  benefit,  for  instance,  in  dealing  with  merchants  for  supplies  and  in  the 
matter  of  seccring  reliable  help.
